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NAVAL TRAINING AND DISCIPLINE. 


Discussion by the Naval Institute of the System re- 
quired to promote efficieney and attract Amert- 
cans, 


NeaRLy one-half of the last number (55) of the 
** Proceedings of the U. 8. Naval Institute” is oc- 
cupied with the interesting and significant discus- 
sion before the Naval Institute on ‘‘ the system of 
naval training and discipline required to promote 
efficiency and attract Americans.” The discussion, 
as we have already stated, was on a paper presented 
by Lieut. W. F. Fullam, U.S. Navy, and those 
participating were Commodore James A. Greer, 
Commanders Henry Glass, 8. W. Terry and O. D. 
Sigsbee; Lieut.-Commanders E. H. CO. Leutze, C. 8. 
Sperry and Harry Knox; Lieutenants Seaton 
Schroeder, R. CO. Smith, W. L. Rodgers, J. F. 
Meigs, J. OC. Colwell, Wm. G. Cutler, E. B. Barry 
and H. O. Rittenhouse; Eusigns A. P. Niblack and 
A. A. Ackerman, U.S. Navy. Qaptains Louis E. 
Fagan and Henry A. Bartlett, and Lieutenant Paul 
St. C. Murpby, U. S. Marine Corps. 

The discussion gives one a high idea of the intel- 
hgence of our naval officers and of their interest in 
their profession. Mr. Fullam’s paper was a bold 
departure from the usual routine, and for that very 
reason it was a healthy stimulus tothe mental activ- 
ity of which the discussion itself gave proof. Com- 
mander Terry was left in a hopeless minority 1n his 
endeavor to suppress the publication. So far from 
agreeing with him inthe opinion that the paper 
read is not calculated to result in any good to the 
Service, we hold that great good will follow if its 
reception is such as to crush forever under the 
weight of Service condemnation the attempt to pre- 
veut a free and candid consideration of all questions 
that concern the prosperity and efficiency of the 
Navy. So long as officers obey orders, and are 
zealous in the performance of duty, they should re- 
ceive every encouragement to independence of 
thought and expression. This very discussion be- 
fore the Naval Institute shows how possible it is 
t© maintain wide differences of opinion without loss 
of mutual respect and good will. It isa confession of 
weakness to seek to introduce the elements of rank 
and service into an organization where all officers 
meet on an equal footing, and where they should, 
therefore, yield their opinions only to that ripened 
judgment and saving common sense that command 
respect from young and old alike. Rank, like virtue, 
** is its own exceeding great reward” and it need 
ask no favors. Let the motto in all such conten- 
tions be nobdesse oblige. 


LIEUTENANT FULLAM'’S ARGUMENT. 


We have already given some account of Lieut. 
Fullam’s paper. lt emphasizes the importance of 
a change in the training of men-of-wars men to 
meet the conditions resulting from the transforma- 
tion of the wooden ship into a sailless floating bat- 
tery. It urges the importance of naturalizing our 
Navy and transforming the enlisted men into a 
body of American blue-jackets not less trustworthy 
than soldiers, but rather of a higher type if pos- 
sible. Holding that ‘tno man—not even a sailor— 
is made trustworthy if he is never trusted, nor re- 
spectable if he 1s never respected,” it urges that the 
discipline of the Navy should he hike the Army, 
created wid maintained from within the body 
itself, and mot made to depend upon the repressive 
force by an outside military organization. The 
man-of-wars man of to-day should, it is contended, 
**be as competent to perform all military duties 
afloat as is the soldier to do the same duties on 
shore.” 

The difference between the marine and the sailor 
in the matter of discipline is due, we are told, to 
the fact that one is trusted and the other is not. 
** Apply to the marines and their non commissioned 
officers the tieatment accorded to the sailor in mat- 
ters of discipline and the corps would be ruined in 
a month. Here is an explanation of the sailor’s 
attitude, the reason for his lack of pride—there is 
a ‘bulwark’ between officers and men. They have 
lost touch witb each other.” * * ‘*Treat the 
men more like men and a better class will enlist. 
Tt is not so much because the peculiar duties re- 
quired of sailors are objectionable. Men will ac- 
cept these conditions if they are paid, promoted, 
and respected for faithfulness and efficiency.’ * * 
‘Naval officers will find in the study of the per- 
sonal traits of their own people the only sound and 
practical principles upon which to base a system of 
aiscipline for the United States Navy.” Promotion 
in the line toa petty officer’s rank means practi- 
cally nothing. Ninety per cent. of the apprentices 
leave the service. As soon as the novelty wears off 
they see that they can do better outside. The 
tendency is toward the survival of the least fit. 

More comfortable quarters should be provided for 
the men, and po vessels should be built without 
flush decks. This may resultip a loss of \& to 
knots in speed, but the gai will be incaiculable. 
In the craze for speed other elements of efficiency 
should pot all be forgotten. More locker room 
should be pees and little things affecting the 
comfort of the men should be attended to. There 
should be an increase of pay and better opportuni- 
ties for promotion, In 
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men’s interests and ie in the service 
should be stimulated. “It is about time that the 
battery instead of paint work and sails should form 
the basis of modern organization”—may be taken as 
atext. The petty officer must have the same duties 
in the organization and discipline of a ship that the 
non-commissioned officer basin the Army. A new 
rate of gun captains should be created with $50 per 


month pay, aod a yearly increase of $12, and he 
shouid become the most important petty officer in 
the ship. Select from each division the men who 


are to form the guard for the day, with a certain 
number of petty officers to act as corporals. Wby 
should a boatewain’s mate be taught simply to 
whistle and shout and stand a helpless spectator 
while the officer of the deck waits in vain for the 
corporal of the guard to come to bis assistance? A 
line officer should be detailed to take charge of the 
torpedo and electric plants of each ship, and to him 
should fall the duties at present performed by the 
marine officer. 

Every man in charge of a compartment below 
decks should be taught to be asentry in that com- 
partment, and to report all infractions of regula- 
tions within such limits. Why should his responsi- 
bility be limited to the skillful application of scrub- 
ty ncaa soap, and swabs, to decks and paint 
work? 

So much for the enlisted man. 

As to the junior commissioned officerr, Lieut. 
Fullam asserts that individurlity and independence 
are constantly discouraged, and ambition is wur- 
dered. Thesuperior consideration the junior re- 
ceives on shore results in a tendency for brains to 
seek the beach, and to stay there. Ingenuity could 
not devise a worse system of messing than that now 
in vogue. Target practice is conducted too care- 
leasly to arouse any enthusiasm, and much of the 
ammunition now expended mightas well be dropped 


could do as well as men—is kept uppermost in the 
mind of man-of-wars men, and important problems 
in crganization and training are left unsolved. 
The training should be for war, and it is not; 
“the sailor and petty officer having been assigned 
their proper places in the organization aod routine 
afloat, the commissioned officer, freed from petty 
duties that degrade bis intellect, will bend his mind 
and devote his energy to the work that properly 
belongs to an officer—in short, brains and manbood 
will have the same chance in the Navy as in apy 
other profession, which is not the case to-day.” 





Opinions of Commodore Greer, Commanders Glass, 
Sigsbee, and Terry, Lieutenant Commanders 
Leutze and Sperry. 


This is a general outline of the paper that fur- 
nished the theme for the discussion that followed. 
At its close the senior officer present— 


CoMMODORE Jas. A. GREER, said: “I can only say 
that [ fully agree witb the views and suggestions a0 
admirably expressed by the writer.”’ 

COMMANDRR HENRY GLA8s said; “1 am in entire 
accord with most of the ideas advanced by the 
writer, and with the suggestions for changes iu the 
rating and pay of enlisted men, and for incressing 
the inducements offered to induce valuable men to 
remain in the service, all of which I advocated some 
years since in a paper written for the Institute.” 
Asa member of the Board of 1889 on Ureanization 
he was able to state that allof ths euggestions in 
the paper were more or less fully discuesed by that 
Board and recommended for adoption in its reports. 
** Indeed,” he said, “that Board went much further 
than he does in recommendatiuns to increase the 
effiviency of the enlisted men, and to tuduce com- 
petent, trustworthy men to remain permanently in 
the service.”’ A large increase in the pumber of 
naval apprentises was recommended and a re quire- 
ment that they should serve at least ove enlistment 
of three years after their majority with special in- 
struction on vessels of moderate size, with full sail 
power. It was propcsed to abolish the terms 
“lJandsmen”’ and “ordinary seamen;’’ that rates 
should designate dutits us nearly as possible, and 
that seamen should be graded into three classes, ac- 
cording to experience and ability, with correspond- 
ing pay and the present increase for successive 
enlistments and extra pay for special acquirements, 
open to al',in ordnance work, torpedo work, and 
marksmansbip, a gun captain being allowed to 
qualify for torpedo and ordnance work, but not for 
markemansbip. Petty officers were to have a per- 
manent tenure from one enlistment to another; a 
retiring list was recommended,and an increase to six 
months in the time between discharge and re-en- 
listment, with pay for three months. 

The guns’ crews were to become the units of the organ- 
ization, and the special rate of Gun ptain was recom- 
mended, with high pay, to replace the present Quarter- 
master Gunner in everything relating to the care uod pre. 
servation of his gun, and to perform the duties of a captain 
of a top where necessary. The gun division was to take the 
place, tor duty on deck, ot the watch or quarter watch, and 
instead of Boatswain's Mate the rate of Division Mate was 
proposed, to be held ty the leading man of the division, who 
wus to command the division in the absence of an officer, 
when acting asa whole on drill orin the performance of any 
other duty. The number of rates pruposed was, in con- 
sequence, smaller than under the present system; but a 
more €qual and regular promotion and increase of pay from 
grade to grade would, it was believed, be the result. The 
rates of pay proposed were intended to emphasize the im- 
portance of the military and skilled elements on board ship 
as belpg greater than that of the police and clerical ferce 
employed. 

The fact that this report has never been permitted 
to see the light gives additional emphasis to the de- 
mand for increased freedom of discussion in the 
Navy. 

Comdr. Glass thought that Mr. Fullam overstated 
the argument for withdrawing the marines. This 
was recommended by the Board, but with a view to 
increasing efficiency by concentration and securing 
a compact, thorougbly drilled and organized force 
to be used for landing parties. He thought that it 
was a mistake to pow pony mt duty, however triv- 
ial, as degrading, and his @xperience bad shown that 
younger officers are now allowed opportunity for 
performing responsible duty. 


Compr. Cuas, D. S1asBEx, although he thought the 





ese and other ways the: 


paper somewhat too pessimistic in its view of the con- 
tion of the Service, said: “The several points 
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raised by the writer have been subjects of private 
discussion for some years past, and opinions are al- 
ready modifying in the general direction of his 
views.”” On the subject of the necessity for im- 
proving the condition of the seamen and the 
status of the petty officer he took equally 
strong ground with Lieutenant Fullam. Only 
three of the twelve ratings in the first grade 
of petty officers belong to the seamen braaub, and 
these three offer no certainty of continuance,are not 
awarded on board of all ships, and offer no cer. 
tainty of attainment and are commonly filled by 
seamen who have far exceeded the age at which 
British men-of-war’s men are retired. The pay is 
less than that of ether grades. In the thirteen rat. 
ingsin thesecond grade of petty officers four be- 
long to the seamen, with the same discrimination 
against the seamen in the matter of pay. Eight of 
the eleven ratings in the third grade belong to the 
seamen. In the next grade, which has no official 
status, there are nine special and artificer ratings 
which carry more pay than seaman ratings with the 
single ——- of the seaman-gunner, the nearest 
approach the Service has to the ideal future seaman. 
An apprentice who enlists as a seaman gets $24 per 
month. The one who leaves the Service and re- 
turns three years later with the training of a ma- 
chinis'', being used to the ways of shipboard, and his 
record being known, is taken at $70 a month and 
becomes a first-class petty officer at once. [t is the 
system of a service that has been allowed to drift to 
tbe rear by a people tired of war. Many thoughtful 
officers favor dispensing with the marines on board 
ship. The assertion that the soldier-marines are in- 
dispensable in maintaining discipline is an argu- 
ment for recasting the characteristics of the sailor 
by adopting some of those of the soldier. * I ven- 
ture to predict,” said Comdr. Sigsbee, *‘ that this is 
precisely what is coming, and that the presence of 
marines on board ship will become anomalous and 
their services will be relinquished.”’ 


Lieut.-Compr. Eugene H. C. Leurzé thor- 
oughly agreed with everything said in regard to 
blue-jackets and marines. The organization of the 
crew: by gun-divisions have been tried on the Balti- 
more and on the Philadelphia, of which Mr. Leutzé 
is the executive officer. Even with its present draw- 
backs it gives excellent results. 

Lreut.-Compr. Cuas. 8S. Sperry thought that there 
were too many petty titles. The petty officers 
should be as few in number as possible. A petty 
title is now considered a sufficient excuse for never 
seeing the light of the sun except when the execu- 
tive officer has the deck. Rank and pay commen- 
surate with their importance, and that is second to 
none, should be given to petty officers exercising 
wilitary control. He failed to see that the marine 
degraded the position of the sailor, but bis room 
was needed for men whose general usefulness was 
less limited. Quarters should be good, even if a 
light upper deck must go, pay and clothes good, 
and the tenure of rates secure and position should 
give active responsibility. ** We have many fine men 
now whom we are always giad to sbake by the hand 
as old shipmates. Let us hope we may get more and 
keep them.” 

These are the opinions of the officers highest in 
rank, which we have grouped together to present 
with them the views of Commander Terry, who 
went so far in bis opposition tothe papers as to pro- 
test against its publication. He denied the correct- 
ness of Mr. Fullam’s description of the present con- 
dition of the Navy, and while admitting that im- 
provement was possible thought that the solution 
of the problem the paper dealt with might better 
be left in the bands of more experienced officers. 
In this connection it may be suggested that light 
on the question as to what experienced officers think 
is to be gained from what Comdr. Glass says as to 
the conclusions of the Board on Organization. 


COMMANDER TERRY thought that if sailors were 
substituted for marines as guards we should have 
neither good sailors nor good marines. The pres- 
ence of the marines implied no distrust of the sailor 
or imputation on bis intelligence. Our country does 
more than any other, he said, to induce men to en- 
list and remain inthe Navy. The enya | is that 
the opportunities for more profitable employment 
are greater here wy elsewhere. The seaman’s py 
has been increased One-third since 1865 ($18 + }¢ =$24). 
No country provides a better ration, and few as 
goodaone. The health and comfort of our men are 
matters that recei 7e constant and careful attention. 
Where 80 many men are living in a contracted 
space the attention to minor matters is important ; 
hence the importance of little detailsof duty. [In 
giving our men we paid more than two or three 
times what other governments pay; the Goverument 
had gone far enough. ‘‘ A man should be ready andi 
willing to serve in the Army and Navy for a reason- 
able compensation, and a fair provision for himself 
or his family in case of death."’ The price of seamen 
is low because there is no demand for them, while 
tbe demand for writers, buglers, ete., is active on 
shore and sea. The demacd for “decks” and “more 
locker room” suggests a degree of fastidiousness un- 
desirable even in the American sailor. It was only 
ano illustration of Jack’s tendency to growl. Comdr. 
‘Yerry said: 

The remedy for the ilis of the Service lies not in the 
clamor for more pay and more promotiens for the men, nor 
in the agitation of imaginary grievances by naval writers, 
but ip a conscientious and heurty effort on the part of all 
officers to be content with what we bave and strive to raise 
the Service to a higber state of efficiency. It is to be ob- 
served that these complaints come from officersand not 
from the men, that a discontented service will never be aa 
efficient service, and that thuse who disseminate the 

of discontent are acting in antagonism to the best interests 
of the Navy und their country. * * The controversy be- 
tween the line and the staff was made “a stench in the 
nostrils of the public,” and when this seems to be subsiding, 
we have an attack upon the usefulness of the marines on 
board ship. I think this [Institute will eonsult its right to the 
respect and good opinion of its readers by not publishing 
this paper and the discussion thereon. I therefore move as 
the sense of the meeting, that its publication be suppressed. 
Lieut. Compr. Knox believed that it would be 
good policy to require the general service men of 
the = f pF preys all military duties on board 
ship, and did not think there would be any trouble 
in carrying that plan out at once, if law and regula- 





tion permitted it. 
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Opinions of the Lieutenants and Ensigns. 
When we come to the lieutenants and ensigns we 
find a still more cordial approval of Lieut. Fullam’s 
opinions. 
LIgvuT. SEATON SCHROEDER believes that our sea- 


men can be perfectly relied upon to perform the 
duties they are trained to, and would quickly adjust 
themselves to new responsibilities. In expeditions 
on shore 1n @ hostile country the blue-jackets are 
perfectly trustworthy when on guard; why should 
they not be at other times? The sailor can do every- 
thing that a marine can, and a great many things 
besides. 

Lizut. Cas. E. COLAHAN earnestly endorsed and 
approved the general argument of the paper. The 
condition of the petty officer should be improved 
and his pay increased. There was no room for the 
marine guard, and it was as much out of place on a 
man-of-war as the First Regiment of U. 8S. Cavalry. 


Lieut. R. C. Smrra had no doubt that the in- 
fluence of the marines on shipboard was harmful, 
but be put the other methods for raising the tone, 
morale, and military effiviency of the blue-jackets, 
in the first place. Hegaveto the term military a 
broader meaning than Mr. Fullam’s defining as at 
tention to duty, discipline and exactitude in hand- 
ling weapons. 

Lizut. H. 8S. Knapp believed that the key note 
was struck in the statement that the men for our 
new ships should be “pre-eminently naval gunners, 
not sailors of the old school.”” Crews should be 
organized on the basis of the gun. A comfortable 
billet should be provided for every man without 
somebody swinging above or below him; petty offi- 
cers should berth and mess apart, and those whose 
duties are the most arduous should have state 100ms 
or quarters when off duty. The term “sub officer” 
should be substituted for “petty officer,’”’ He was 
at first opposed to the proposition to abolish marine 
control, but now concurred in it. He had seen 
orderly duty done and honors rendered to the entire 
satisfaction of everybody on aship without marines. 


Lieut. Wa. L. Ropcers thought the presemt sys- 
tem of messing simply disgusting to American-bred 
boys. Itis practicable to put the men’s mess on 
substantially the same basis as the ward room mess. 
The discomfort of the men is due to the absurdly 
large quarters granted to commanding officers. The 
Boston and Atlanta are the only ships with cabins 
proportioned to the ship. The present ward-room 
and junior officers’ quarters should be assigned to 
the petty officers, and the principal petty officers 
should be given state rooms or alcoves, two men in 
each room. On board the coast survey and small 
ships in the Navy marine guards are found un- 
necessary, so there seems no reason for retaining 
them on the large vessels. ° 

Lizut. J. C. COLWELL, to show what training 
could do with men, said: “I heard a distinguished 
officer of our service once say that the best ship's 
company he ever commanded was composed mainly 
of a regiment of mountaineers from one of the 
Southern States, prisoners of war, who had been in- 
duced te enlist to escape confinement, and that 
after a few months’ hard training he had a crack 
frigate’s company.”’ No proper encouragement is 
now offered to the enlisted men, who find the prizes 
bestowed upon the non-combatant element. * No- 
body will care when we go into action whetherour 
ships look like yachts or like coal barges. The only 
solicitude will be for military results; and we are 
but training our crews to the end required. Indi- 
vidual skill, here and there, we have, ia spite of dis- 
couragements; organized general skill, with the 
best men in the most important places, holding rank 
and drawiog increased pay by virtue of that skill, 
is what we need. The day of the marines passes with 
that of the old style seaman, and we no longer need 
them. Asa part of the fighting force of a ship they 
are gradually becoming an embarrassment. 

LigutT. WM. G. CUTLER said, in part: 

While I agree with the essayist that marines are no longer 
needed afloat, 1 would rather do so upon the ground that 
their room is needed tor the general service artilleryman, 
than upon the less tenable ground of the latter’s deygrada- 
tion. bat I regard as the most important point of the 
paper, viz., “ Permanency of Rating,” the essayist subordi- 
nates to the necessity of getting rid of the marines. * * 
In port relieve the watch and division officer from much of 
bis unnecessary watch duty, not that be may go on shore, 
but that he may identify bimself more closely with his bat- 
tery and with hismen. He and bis men will surely be more 
efficient by knowing and respecting each other. Hold the 
division officer, and not the gunner, responsible for his bat- 
tery and all things pertaining thereto. Require all officers 
to be on during working bours. The spectacle of a 
procession of officers fleeing the ship at 1 P. M. is surely a 
cause of discontent among the men. For the sake of the 
men, ag well at the officers, naval cadets and ensigas should 
not be made to do petty officers’ work. 

Lizut. Epw. B. Barry thought the essayist was 
too critical and overicoked the fact that our Navy 
is in a transition state, and the entire reorganiza- 
tion cannot be effected iu a few months. 

When the efforts of the Navy Department to introduce 
some sort of pe into target practice bear fruit, when 
the gunnery and torpedo schvols bave turned out enough 
qualified men to captain ali the guns afloat, and when mod- 
ern instruction can be imparted more generally, then, if no 
results are produced, it will be time to condemn sweepingiy. 
The vital question concerning petty officers is rating and 
disrating. * * Give properly qualitied petty officers good 
pay, permanent ratings and a retired pension; recognize 
tbat the old-time sailor is giving place not to the soldier, 
but to the gunner, and the problem is solved. I think the 
question of marines can be settled bya uniform eystem of 
punishments prescribed by the Department, and baving it 
strictly enforced. 

Lirut. H. O. RITTENHOUSE theugbt that the con- 
ditions of the Service should be made such as to 
identify the interests of the petty officers with the 
officers, ‘rather than with the men under them. 
They should constitute the strongest link in the 
chain of discipline. Further efforts should be made 
to secure good petty officers without interfering 
with the guard. 

Ensien A. P. NiBpLack thought that the marine 
must become a sailor or else he must ultimately go. 
We inherited many of our naval traditions from 
England, and the marine guard on board ship was 
one of them. Wesbould wipe out our present type 
of watch, quarter and station billand begin all over. 
It behooves every one to awake to a realization that 
new ships mean enormously increased respousibili- 
ties on the part of the officers. Time will demon- 
trate that unless more thought and good-will is 
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sbown in the improvement of the status of our en- 
listed men, we can never hope to have a navy that 
will merit the respect and confidence of the Ameri- 
can people. 

ENSIGN ALBERT A. ACKERMAN said: “Itisan ex- 
cellent indication of the tone of the Service when a 
junior officer (ane of those, who, in personally su- 
perviging every petiy detai] of the work aboard 
sbip, are closest to and best acquainted with the 
cbaracter of the bluejacket of to-day) announces 
that he is as capable of policing himself as any sol- 
dier could be.’ The marine belongs to the era of 
force, of the press gang and cat, and is a reflection 
on the wisdom, firmness and energy of the officers 
of the Navy. Both organization and drill needa 
radical overhauling. 


Only three Marine officers bad an opportunity of 
replying to the criticisms upon their corps. These 
were Capts. Fagan, Murpby and Bartlett. 


CapTarn L. C. Facan did not believe that the with- 
drawal of Marines would result inarush of young 
Americans into the unnatural life at sea, prefer- 
ring, as they do, the comforts of the shore, no mat- 
ter how rude they may be. It would be a foolish 
move to displace men who are acknowledged by 
their bitterest foes to be efficient and faithful, in 
order that a few officers should be benefited by in- 
creased rank and easy billets. 

CAPTAIN H.C. BARTLETT spoke from experience of 
duty on 20 large ships as to the efficiency and usetul- 
ness of the Marine. He said: “There are some points 
(as the upholding of petty officersin orders) in the 
paper which, if carried out, would increase the dis- 
eipline and efficiency of tbe crew; but that the pres- 
ence of the Marine on board is the cause of what- 
ever lack of these there is, | must earnestly protest 
against; to them rather is due most of the good that 
at present is obtained. . . Whydoaway with an 
already trained and tried corpa of men (justly ad- 
mitted to be such), for what seems the almost im- 
possible elevation of the sailor co the military plane 
of the Marine ?”’ 

Lirvt. P. St. C. MuRPHY quotes his own experi- 
ence to show that the morale of the sailor bas never 
suffered from contact with the Marine, and other- 
wise excepted to Mr. Fullam’s remarks. 


We have several communications upon the subject of 
this discussion which we must hold for another-week. 











PETITION OF PETTY OFFICERS, ENLISTED 
MEN AND APPRENTICES. 


THE following petition is now being cireulated in 
the Navy. It bas been already signed by those on 
board of the Philadelphia, Yantic, Vermont, Minne- 
sota, Dale, Chicago, Boston, Atlanta and Yorktown. 
The other ships in the Service will follow imme- 
diately : 

To the Hon. B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy: 


Sir: We, the undersigued petty officers, enlisted 
men and apprentices in the Navy, actuated by a 
feeling of interest in the Service to which we have 
the honor to belong, earnestly petition you, pray- 
ing for your consideration of the following state- 
ments, all of which are most respectfully submitted. 

The fact is well known that a large percentage of 
the apprentices and seamen-gunners leave the Navy 
serving but a sbort time after the completion o 
their training. We would most respectfully state 
that the reasons for their action are that the pay 
and promotion of the combatant element—petty 
officers and men—and the system of discipline and 
training to which they are subjected do not offer 
sufficient inducements. And the fact that rates are 
not more permanent reduces the rewards for long 
and faithful service. 

We earnestly deplore the statements and insinu- 
ations that American citizens are not sosubordinate 
and trustworthy as foreigners, and that they cannot 
be disciplined and attracted to serve their flag afloat. 
On the contrary, we humbly submit that the con- 
cessions for which we pray would, if granted, — 
the Naval Service into suceessful competition wit 
the civil trades that offer ample rewards to manli- 
ness and ability. Men would enter the Navy with 
the idea of remaining, and the result would be a 
cerps of naturalized citizens—American blue- 
jackets—serving loyally and with enthusiasm. 

The concessions for which we petition bave al 
ready been proposed by boards of officers, or in re- 
cent discussions by officers. Briefly, they are as 
follows: That the seamen may be paid $30 per 
month; that the pay of combatant petty officers 
may be increased; that the rate of “ gun captain” 
and such other rates as may be necessary be created 
with pay of $850 per month; that gun captains may 
have the same position and responsibility in the 
Navy as the non-commissioned officers in the Army ; 
that petty officers may not be disrated except b 
sentence of a General Court-martial; that, if possi- 
ble, ships shall be built witb flush decks to ipcrease 
the living space for the crews. 

Although the annual appropriation for * Pay of 
the Navy’ would be inc about seven per 
cent. by granting this petition, we humbly submit 
that it would result in economy. The money that 
is now wasted on men who come and go, rendering 
but little service to the ceuntry, would be put to 
some good purpose. A large percentage of appren- 
tices would remain in the Navy, many ex-appren- 
tices would re-enlist as seamen, and we confidently 
assert that desirable recruits would willingly enter 
a service that offers an honorable career with ample 
compensation. We would respectfully suggest that 
the conditions of modern warfare and its compli- 
cated weapons have raised the bluejacket to the 
plane of skilled men, and it is for that reason that 
we petition for an increase of pay. 

Regarding the presence of marines on board ship, 
we earnestly disclaim any intention of speaking 
with disrespect or resentment. While they remain 
afloat it is our duty to accept the situation, and we 
condemn al! attempts to create corps dissension or 
to injure y+ But we consider it our duty to 
a as well as to the Service, to petition for 
the withdrawal of the marines from service afloat, 
and in doing so we deem it proper to state the rea- 
sons therefor. : 

We feel that the marines stand between us and 
the officers in many ways, thereby denying us posi- 











tions of honor and responsibility and 






neg the 
imputation that we are not trustworthy. e earn- 
estly empbasize the importance of this q 
feeling that the on of the blue- from 
the officers has resulted injuriously to habits, 
their bearing, and to discipline; and that it acts as 
a bar to their improvement. According to the re- 
port of the colonel commandant of the Marine 


Corps, we are told that there were 918 enlistments 
and only 85 re-enlistments in the corps last year. 
ln other words, baif the marines in the Navy were 
new men, and Pp oo they were placed over us in the — 
maintenance of discipline, a fact that is not compli- 
mentary to us. 

We would humbly venture the assertion that the 
blue-jacket, if trusted by his officers, would do all 
necessary sentry and guard duty faithfully on 
board ship, and that the effect would be to lessen 
the necessity for guards. The blue-jacket is begin- 
ning to appreciate that to handle modern weapons 
effectively, his training must be more mili and 
that he must be as oberient and exact as a soldier. 

We would respectfully submit that petty officers 
would be efficient if trusted like non-commissioned 
officers of the Army in matters of discipline; that 
great eneouragement to deserving and self- 
ing men would result from such a course, and that 
many desirable men who now leave the Service 
would remain if petty officers were thus rewarded 
for faithful service and for the efficient perform- 
ance of military duties. To give potty officers and 
blue-jackets these duties would improve their 
morale, increase their personal interest in the 
Navy, and inspire in them hearty respect for their 
superiors. We feel, sir, that to recognize the man- 
of-war’s man as being ag | of every trust and 
honor afioat isin harmony with American institu- 
tions, whatever may be the customs in other coun- 


tries. . 

We would respectfully state that, in our opinion, 
the duties required of sailors in the Navy are not 
such as to deter men from enlisting and remaining 
under the system of pay, discipline, and promotion 
that we have outlined. 

in conclusion, sir, we wish to say that the motives 
inspiring this petition do not come from feelings of 
insubordination or resistance to discipline. Fully 
recognizing the necessity for good discipline, our 
petition is that we may be permitted to have more 
to du with its maintenance in the Navy.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy has been en- 
tirely successful in its negotiations, begun some 
months ago, as stated at the time in the JouRNAL, 
for the right to manufactare the Whitehead tor- 
pedo in this country. Lieut. Thomas C. MoLean 
was sent abroad to conduct the details of the ar- 
rangement. He has returned to this country, and 
as a result of his trip the Ordnance Bureau has 
already affected an arrangement with an American 
firm for the manufacture of these torpedoes. A 
20m plete Whitehead torpedo apparatus is to be pro- 
cured at once and set up at the [Torpedo Station at 
Newport for the purpose of instruction. 





But two bidders responded to the War Depart- 
ment’s advertisement for the manufacture of t wen- 
ty-five 8-inch, fifty 10-inch, and twenty-five 12-inch 
breech-loading rifles, and the prices were so much 
in excess of the three and a balf million appropria- 
tion made available for the purpose as to preclude 
the possibility of their acceptance without addi- 
tional legislation bv Congress. The bids, which 
were opened Jan.5, were from the South Boston 
lron Works, of Kentucky, and the Midvale Steel 
Company, of Pennsylvania. The former’s figures 
were as follows: For the manufacture of an 8-inch 
type gun, $20,300; 500 rounds ammunition for same, 
$24,342 50. For twenty-four 8-inch guns, with 10 
rounds ammunition for each, 820,995 each, the type 
gun to be delivered Jan. 1, 1893, and the balance at 
the rate of six per annum. For one 10-inch type 
gun, $46.560; 300 rounds ammunition for the same, 
$43,350. For forty-nine 10-inch guns, with 10 rounds 
ammunition for the same, $48 000 each, the type gun 
to be delivered in June, 1893, and the remainder at 
the rate of five per year. For one 12-inch type gun, 
$76,800; 250 rounds ammunition, $60,000. For twen- 
ty-four 12-inch guas, with ten rounds ammunition, 
$79,200 each, making the ageregate estimate for the 
100 guns and ammupition $5,028,032. The South Bos- 
ton [rou Works also submitted au alternative bid, 
by which they propose to furnish the guns at the 
same prices they can be built by the Government, 
with such addition as will represent interest on 
plant, material, insurance, taxes, and contiagent 
risk, the amount to be determined by the Secretary 
of War. The aggregate bid of the Midvale Com- 
pany for guos and ammunition was $5,359,500, as 
follows: 8-inch at $22,028 each, 10-inch at $51,880, and 
12-iueh at $88,592, the type guns to be delivered 
within three years and the remainder within eight 
years.

The 
pumber of shots that can be fired in succession is 
practically unlimited,” 





A London despatch reports that Toselli, the Ital- 
jan who invented asubmarine nautilus 10 or 15 years 
ago, has now produced a submarine gua, which has 
just been submitted to a series of tests in Lake 
Como. The trial is said to bave been very sucvess- 
ful, showing that the gun could be lowered to any 
depth desired, held stationary and fired at will. The 
experiments were conducted under the auspices of 
the Icalian Government, which proposes to utilize 
the guo in the defence of the ports and bays of 
Italy.

RELIEVING COLONEL FORSYTGH. 


Tue Army cannot regard the order relieving Col

which the Army has taken part since the war—a 
tight which was pushed by him to the bitter end 
and which completely wiped up the enemy. Hav- 
ing accomplished this feat, instead of being re- 
warded, he is humiliated, and that apparently oa 
the eve of another desperate battle. What is in- 
comprehensible is that no reason is given for re-~ 
lieving bim, and this officer is left at the mervy of 
the suggestions of the newspaper reporters, who 
laugh when they are told how dear is his honor to 
an officer. 

it bas been often said that in fighting Ladians, the 
only way to obtain glory is to get thoroughly 
whipped. The Custer disaster and the Thornburg 
disaster made heroes of those who survived, But 
an engagement in which the troops are victorious, 
though at a considerable loss, receives little wen- 
tion, no matter how wise the dispositions of the com- 
munder were. The officers and men at Wounded 
Knee did their duty weil; is this to be the only re- 
ward for their fidelity, the only uotice taken of 
their bravery? 

A bloody Indiao war threstens unless the troops 
are successful. Murder and assassination will sweep 
away buodreds of peaceful settlers. The country 
needs the best efforts of its soldiers to avert a ter- 
ribie calamity. Are our men, when on the battle- 
field, to bave the feeling that they are so far unsup- 
ported, that even 9 viptory may bring Aoethigg hut 
pomsure? ’

For each inch of height from 5 feet to 5 feet 7 inches, cal- 
culate 1.85 pounds of weight; above 5 feet 7 inches, add to 
this standard 5 pounds for each inch of height; minimum 
chest measurement at expiration, from 5 feet to 5 feet 7 
inches, half the height plus half an inch; frem 5 feet 7 
inckes to 5 feet 10 inches, balf the height; from 5 feet 10 
inches upward, slightly less than half the height; minimum 
chest mubility, 2inches. In exceptional cases a minimum 
weight of 105 pounds may be accepted.

The report of Brig.-Geu. Wesley Merritt, com-

Companies D (Bilis’) 
and E (Bishop’s}, 18th Infantry, were employed on 
the first of these services, Co. F (Stretch’s,) 10th In- 
fantry on the second, and Troops D (Thomas’s) and 
L (Forbush’s,) 5th Cav.,and Troep H (De Rudio’s,) 
7th Cav., on the third. Gen. Merritt also gives an 
~~ ph the movements of troops during the year 


The camp of instruction organized last year in September 
was successful in a most satisfactory degree in imparting 
instruction in field service ynder condition of a state of war. 
A special report was made after the instruction was finished, 
which report was published under the direction of the War 
Department.—This year, owing to a lack of funds for trans. 
portation, there is to be no general camp of instruction in 
this department, but orders for practice marches from posts 
under contro! of local commanders have been issued. 

Affairs in Oklahoma since my last year's report have been 
exceedingly quiet. Civil government bas been establ 
in that Territory,and the military commands while still 
there, are in the main relievéd from their unusual M 
biiities, It is believed that hereafter with a better knowl- 
edge of the character of the climate and the qualities of the 
soil the people of Oklaboma will be fairly prosperous and 
will be able to live without extraneous aid. 

In view of the abandonment cf the ts of Forts Elliott 
and Gibson and Little Rock Barracks, it ig in my opinion 
important that a post for at least ten compenies should be 
established somewhere near this city—St. Louis. The re- 
servation at Jefferson Barracks naturally suggests itself as 
the proper location of such a post. This a ratiroad 
centre it is possible to send troops in an direction. 
— The recent anticipated trouble in the ickasaw country 
illustrated the necessity of having troops for use in the In- 
dian Territory at some such point as this. 


Additional accommodations for two troops of cav- 
alry at Fort Reno are recommended, the reduction 
of the garrison at Fort Sill, the completion of Fort 
Logan for four troops of cavalry in addition to its 
present garrison, and the transfer there of the 
troops at Fort Lewis. 

The sanitary condition of the command is excel- 
lent. A department target range on the reserva- 
tion at Jefferson Barracks is asked for, the range 
at Fort Leavenworth to be turned over to the post. 
The universal condemnation of the present cavairy 
bridle bit, by cavalry officers, deserves the atten- 
tion of the Ordnance Department. Desertions have 
decreased, and inspections this year have been of a 
most satisfactory character.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier tried at West Point the reviewing 
authority, Major-Gen. Schofield, says: “ It appears from the 
record that the court conducted its proceedings, in part, 
after the hour of 3 o'clock P.M. It did so deliberately ana 
intentionally, although no authority therefor had been 
given under the th Article of War. It is stated, in ex- 
planation, tbat it had been customary for courts at West 
Point to sit without regard to hours, and that in this case 
the fact that such authority had not been given was over- 
looked. Presumably every member of the court and the 
judge advocate received a copy of the order by which the 
court was convened, It was formally read at the organiza- 
tion of the court, yet, through ignorance of the contents of 
the document, to which alone it owed its existence, tne pro- 
ceedings of the court in a case seriously affecting the dis- 
cipline of the Service are null and void and the ends of jus- 
tice defeated. The proceedings, finding, and sentence are 
disapproved.”

vessels, and for their equipment.

No LITTLE difficulty is being experienced by the 
Navy Department in finding serviceable ships to re- 
inforce the various squadrons whose vessels are 
growiog “small by degrees and beautifully less’’ as 
ihe mouths go by without sending any of the new 
sbips abroad. 

THE Yantic is being prepared for sea with all 
haste and will be assigmed to a station, probably 
foreign, as soon as ready ; probably a foreign cruise, 
for all of ber preparations indicate that. It is hopea 
at the Navy Department that the Yantic will sail 
sometime during the present month. 

Now that the Marion is shortly to be commis- 
sioved at the Mare Island Navy yard, speculation is 
rife as to the detail of offivers for her.

E., has invented an apparatus 
called the “Seutry,” designed to give warning of 
an approach to a shoaling coast by striking bottom 
before the vessel does and setting off an alarm. in 
a trial of this machine, in the Firth of Clyde, a new 
bank was discovered by its means, on which the 
depth was found to be as little as 64¢ fathoms where 
the chart showed 26 fathoms. 

THE armament of the White Star steamer Teu- 
tonic, which is to be mounted when the vessel is to 
be utilized as an armed mercantile cruiser for active 
service against the enemy, consists of twelve quick- 
firing 4.7-in.

Many will 
embrace the option presented by the Bureau of Re- 
oruiting and agree to re-enlist at the expiration of 
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ACCORDING to the report on the last naval manoeu- 
vres the apprebension 1s not well founded that the 
physical strain upon the officers and crew of a tor- 
pedo boat will deprive them of their nerve, cool- 
pess and readiness of resource required for the per- 
sistent harassing ofan enemy. 

ANOTHER fine addition to the White Squadron 
will probably be made during the month of March, 
for it is said the Newark will —— hoist the 
broad pennant of Capt. Casey during that month, 
and the first few months of her commission will be 
passed by the Newark on the * Home Station.”

Band, is an editor as well as a bendmaster. Ilo Oc- 
tober, 1889, he was directed by Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy to compile for the use of the Service a 
collection of the national and patriotic airs of all 
nations. ltis always convenient for a bandmaster 
on board ship t> bave such music on tap, and to 
have the score supplied by the Government seemed 
to be a reasonable preliminary. Mr. Sousa bas pro- 
duced his collection, and it is in a folio of nearly 300 
pages. Whileitis printed for the use of the Ser 
vice, it is not a private publication. In the preface 
to the book Mr. Sousa says tbat the impression that 
there isa poverty of modern patriotic sougs and 
other pational music isanerro:. He has found the 
supply so abundant that be could not undertake to 
give mavy specimens, and bas incorporated only 
the familiar and accepted patiovaland patriotic 
airs and songs. in countries like the Fiji Islands, 
Samoa, and other semi-barbarous lands, where there 
could not be found anything that could be de- 
scribed as a national hymn or even a national walk- 
around at a missionary supper, the typical music 
has been given, avd 10 collecting strange muyvical 
expressions frow out-of-the-way corners Mr. Sousa 
has been assisted by the consular officers of the 
United States. When they could simply supply the 
melody without barmonic treatment they have 
done 80, leaving to Mr. Sousa the editorial task of 
putting the music in shape, to be reproduced effect- 
ively without sacrifice of the melodic design. The 
result is a collection of 240 aire, songs, and melo- 
dies, some of which are very curious if they are not 
lovely.—N. Y. Times. 








HISTORY OF THE MARINE CORPs. 


A History of the U.S. Marine Corps, by Richard 
S. Collum, U.S. M. C., makes its timely appearance 
from the press of L. R. Hamersly and Co., Phila- 
delphia, at this juncture when the function of the 
corps is being so actively discussed. It isa power- 
ful argu ment in iteelf for maintaining and enlarg- 
ing this historical body of troops, whatever may be 
the final determination as to the role they are to 
play on sea or land. The autbor in bis preface says 
be “feels persuaded that an impartial account of the 
services of the United States marines will not only 
reflect an additiona) lustre on its distinguished char- 
acter, but encourage a spirit of emulation which is 
the strongest impulee to great and gallant actions.” 
We bave ap account of the organization of the corps 
iu 1775; a history of its services during the War of 
the Rebellion, the quasi French war of 1800, the war 
with Tripoli, the War of 1812, the operations againet 
the pirates, 1824 356; the war with Mexico, the expe- 
dition to Japan, 1852 60, and tbe war with China, 
during tbe Civil War, the Corean expedition, the 
labor riots, the expedition to Paname, the disaster 
at Apia, Samoa, ending with an account of the ser- 
vices of the marines at the Paris Exporition in 1889. 
The volume includes not only the bistory of the 
Marine Corps but much of the warlike bistory of 


the Navy and of the couptry. It de:cribes many 
striking episoder, ruch as the mutiny in the Massa- 
cbusetta State Prison in 1624, the insurrecuon at 
Montevideo, the engreement with savages in Vasb- 
ington Territory iv 1856, be Jobn Brown ireuriec- 





tion, etc., etc. To the marines in all of these cares 
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may be applied what is said of their important ser- 
vices during the War of the Revolution: * The his- 
tory of the Navy, even at that early day, as well as 
in these later times, abounds with instances of the 
gallantry aod self-devotion of tbis body of soldiers. 
* + Nations ougbt never to overlook the import- 
ant moraland political truth that the brighest les- 
sons they can teach are those of justice; and no <—_ 
vant of the public should pars a youth of toil an 

danger without the consciousness of pussessing a 
claim to a certain and honorable reward, that is de- 
pendent on himself. That this reward wns as uu- 
wisely as it was unfairly withheld for many years, 
trom all connected witb the Navy is acknowledged, 
and in no instance was this injustice more signally 
denied than to the Marine Coi ps." The volume con- 
tains portrats of L-eut.-Col. FP anklin Wheaton 

Commandant, 1804-18; Bvt. Brig..Gen. Archibald 
Henderson, 1820 1859; the present VUolonel Com- 
mondant, C. G. MeCawley; Lieut.-Colonel Jobn 
L. Broome, Lieut. Colonel Charles Heywood and 
Brevet Liecut.-Col. James Forney. They form a 
haodsome group of portraits. A complete register 
of officers fromm 1798 to 1891 accompanies the work, 
and av introductory historical sketch of the marines 
by Admiral Luce. He notes the curious fact that 
the Corps of Marines of Great Britain was originally 
instituted in 1884 “ partly with a view to forming a 
pursery of seumen for the fleet. The privates were 
encouraged to qualify as able seamen and were 
allowed every opportupity of doing so.” Admiral 
Luce recommends that the Marine Corps be bri- 
gaded and tnat the young marine officers be edu- 
cated at West Point, which “should ‘soon bring our 
Marine Corps up to that bigh military standard 
which it is quite safe to.say all naval as well as all 
marine officers desire to see it attain.”” Capt. Uol- 
lum has done an important service to his corps oy 
the publication of this volume, and they shoul 

sbow their appreciation of it by sending in orders 
for the work which would include every member of 
the corps. That is the best way of rewardiog and 
encouraging an author, as we know by experience. 





NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The opening article in the Magazine of Amertoan 
History is an illustrated one by Mrs. Martha J. 
Lamb upon “Jobn Ericsson, the Builder of the 
Monitor.” itis a review of the * Life of Jobn Erics- 
sop,” just publisbed. Of it Mrs. Lamb says: “A 
notabie feature of the admirable work of Mr, 
Church is the elucidation of the truth, 80 often over- 
looked, tbat events never spring into being disjoined 
from antecedents leading to them. He explains 
how the varied achievements of Jobn Ericsson were 
developed, showing with great force and in imper- 
isbable colors the steps to bis successes, and the help 
tbe famous engineer derived in later life from the 
studies and experiments of bis earlier career. * 
The story of his proceedings in Washington is 
familiar to our readers, but in these notable vol- 
umes of Mr. Church it is told with a fulness of de- 
tail never before attempted. * * * it is difficult 
to grasp the whole man avd present bim to the 
reader in all his many-sided aspects, or to touch 
upon the variety of his studies, endeavors, schemes 
and acbievements, without danger of bewilder- 
ment. His yaa ped bas done all this, however, 
in the most skilfuland acceptable manner.” This 
magazine also publishes an interesting account of 
the ‘“‘B'adensburg Dwelling Ground,” by Milton T. 
Adkins, including a bistory of the duel between 
Commodores Barron and Decatur, in which both 
were wounded, Decatur mortally. “The French 
Army in the Revolutionary War’’ contains an inter- 
esting series of letters from Count de Fersepn, A. D. 
(. te Gen. Rochambeau, afterwards Grand Marshal 
of Sweden. There are a number of interesting arti- 
cles in this ably edited periodical, which succeeds 
in giving a new charm to history.

MANNING OUR NAVY. 


REAR-ADMIRAL 8S, B. Luce, U. S. N., discusses in 
the North American Review for January the sub- 
ject of manning our ships of war. He describes the 
English system, and shows how it was that they 
abandoned thirty years ago the method we stil) 
follow of depending for seamen on short term 
enlistments by the nomads of the sea. We have 
a continuous service certificate, but the holder does 
not bind himself for a long term of service, and we 
have a seaman-gunuer who is not a gunner. The 
English seaman gunners, so highly prised im that 
service, are blue jackets trained on board gunnery 
ships in the use of heavy guns and arms of pre- 
cision. They are seamen who become expert gun- 
ners; hence the name. We educate ours on shore, 
in machine shops, as machinists, gunsmiths, and 
electricians, so that at the expiration of their short 
term of enlistment they can, and do, go tnto civil 
life where they readily secure places giving them 
more pay per week than they can earn in the Cees 
in a month. 

It 18 this condition of things, as we subusans it, 
that Mr. Fullam seeks to remedy by the changes he 
proposes, and as the admiral and the liewtenant 
come together in their recognition of the necessity, 
a full discussion of methods will no doubt result in 
some satisfactory conclusion. Admiral Luce tell us 
that ‘‘the training service has disclosed: the 
fact that there are plenty of boys in this country 
who gladly enter the Navy, and who, under judi- 
cious management, are willing to stay in it ; and 
there is overwhelming testimony to the superior 
quality of the young seamen who have re-entered 
the Navy after serving out an honorable apprentice- 
ship.” 

Perhaps these recent suggestions as to how they 
are to be made content in the Navy may not be 
without their value. The criticisms of Commander 
Silas W. Terry upon them seem to apply rather to 
the past than to the futare of our Navy. All are 
agreed that some change is needed in view of the 
development of the Navy upon new lines. It would 
appear therefore that those sustaiaing ‘the views 
presented in the paper read before the Naval In- 
stitute and those criticising it are not so far apart. 

They deal with distinctly different epochs in 
naval developni®nt. One consider chiefly the 
period between 1776 and 1880—the age of boardiag 
pikes, smoothbores and topsails. The others: oceu- 
py themselves with the period since 1880, and an~ 
ticipate the future, recognizing the fact that the 
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boarding pike bas been replaced by the magazine 
rifle, the smoothbore by the breech-loader, the 
topsail by twin screws, and that the introduction of 
rapid firing ordnance, dynamite guns, torpedoes and 
high explosives calls fora change in the training 
and habits of the man-of-wars map. 

The present Assistant Secretary of the Navy, J. 
R. Soley, in his *‘ Blockade and the Cruisers,” says 
on page 282: ‘* As to the personnel, it 1s useless to 
deny the fact that the list was heavily weighted by 
the old officers at the head, who had reached their 
positions, not because of merit, but because of the 
date when they happened to enter the Service; that 
the middle of the list was suffering from long stag- 
nation and from the absence of any inducement to 
effort; and finally, that the young men who were 
to bear the brunt of the work were altogether too 
few for the needs of the Service.” Speaking of the 
organization in 1861, we find him saying, page 233, 
‘‘ It was about as unfitted for the conduct of a war 
as it was possible to be.” 

In 1861 the enemy bad no navy. There had been 
no violent revolution in the weapons of war requir- 
ing changes in training and methods, and yet the 
navy was ‘‘unfitted for the conduct of war’ against 
a Gefenceless foe. In 1890 the same identical 
“organization” that made the navy ‘‘unfitted for 
the condact of war” in 1861 still exists. Thirty 
years has brought no change whatever. Our next 
enemy may havea navy. Will the methods that 
failed in 1861 bring success in the future ? 

As to the perzonnel, the ‘‘middle of the list” is 
now suffering somewhat from ‘“‘long stagnation,” 
and the ‘“‘young men” are being beautifully pre- 
pared for the stagnation period ahead of them. 

No doubt a criticism of existing things in 1860 
and a proposition to improve its condition would 
have been deplored as tending to ‘‘create doubt 
and distrust in the people as to the efficiency of the 
Service'in general.” This calamity was avoided, 
and the Service was accordingly as ‘‘unfitted for 
the conduct of a war as it was possible to be.” The 
same choice of calamities is still afforded. It is 
possible that criticism before war comes and ‘“‘in- 
ducements to effort” in time of peace may prevent 
the necessity for post-mortem sorrow. 

The -discontent of our Naval Lieutenants with 
their condition has its counterpart in the British 
service, and indivates that the changes in naval 
vessels require some re-adjustments that cannot be 
promoted by too rigid an insistance upon precedent. 
When we can find a precedent for one of our 10,000 
to 14,000 tons sailless battleships it will be time 
enough to urge the rigid rule of adherence to tradi- 
tion. Our contemporary, the London Army and 
Navy Gazette, reports that the Lieutenants of the 
Royal Navy are embittered and crushed by con- 
tinued injustice and hard, unrequited service. The 
work demanded of them during peace and in har- 
bor is not only ridiculous and derogatory, but emi- 
uently unfitted to make them ready for the demands 
of war. ‘Every Lieutenant,” it says, ‘‘ should have 
his own “particular work according to his aptitude 
or qualification—something that will give him a 
direct interest and responsibility in the efficiency 
and smartness of his men—something beyond 
simply inspecting their kits and seeing that their 
collars are the right depth or their hats of the 
uniform pattern. Why should not one undertake 
to exercise with heavy guns, another rifle-drill and 
shooting, another seamanship and physical drill, 

another ‘ intelligence’ or signals, and so on—some 
work to which he can especially devote his time and 
energy’ Division of labor of this kind would con- 
duce towards what should be the grand aim and 
object of every officer—viz., the greatest possible 
efficiency with the least possible friction. Until 
some such system is organized the present deep 
dissatisfaction will continue, to the great detriment 
of the service.” 








Tu® Board of Officers of the Marine Corps, Col- 
onel Heywood president, appointed to inquire into 
the subject of a modification of uniforms for the 
Marine Corps, is making a tour of inspection of the 
Army Clothing Depot in Philadelphia, and private 
establishments where military tailoring is done. 
They are considering every feature of the subject, 
frem the manufacture of material to the making 
and wearing of the clothing. 


THE Adjutant General’s Office is handicapped to 
some extent in its efforts to make promotions 
promptly under the new law in consequence of the 
Indian campaign, which prevents the examination 
of certain officers whose cases must be heard from 
before they as well as others already examiped, can 
be heard from. A number of cases are also hung 
up on account of the proceedings in several in- 
stances being returned to boards for further con- 
sideration as to the physical condition of the candi- 
dates. An examination of the proceedings in cer- 
tain cases has convinced the Department that the 
boards convened were inclined to be a little too 
liberal in their diagnosis of the physical condition 
of certain candidates who, seemingly, were glad to 
be found permanently incapacitated for the purpose 
ol being retired with the next highest grade. Care- 
ful scrutiny will be given to present recommenda- 
tions and in future such instructions will be given 
retiring boards as will, if obeyed, prevent the re- 
tirement of any one who is not known to be per- 
manently disabled beyond every reasonable doubt. 
Of the 70 odd officers whose examination papers 
have been received, eleven were recommended for 
retiremeat on account of permanent disability. Of 
these, the proceedings in five cases have been re- 
turned to the boards tor a more thorough examina- 
tion of the candidate’s physical condition: four have 
been retired and two will be as soon as vacancies 
occur above them. Another batch of nominations, 
embracing those who have passed the required ex- 
amination and whose promotions are not inter- 
rupted by the delay in examiaation of others, wil) 
be sent to the Senate this week. As an illustration 
of the number of vacancies that have occurred since 
the promotion law went into effect, it may be stated 
that the first lot of 20 2d lieutenants ordered up for 
examination have. vacancies awaiting them, thus 
making it necessary to examine another set ot 20 
within a short time instead of waiting until next 
fall. 





THE urgent demand by State colleges for the de- 
tail of Army officers as instructors in military 
sciences and tactics can now be met to a larger 
extent than formerly, as the bill increasing the 
number of such details from 50 to 75 has finally 
passed both houses, and only requires the signa- 
ture of the President to become a law. The follow- 
ing is the text of the bill as finally passed : 


That section 1,225, Rev. Stat., concerning details 
of officers of the Army and Navy to educational ia- 
stitutions, be, and the same is hereby amended so as 
to permit the [resident to detail, under the pro- 
visions of said act, not to exceed 75 officers of the 
Army ofthe U.S; and the maximum number of 
officers of the Army and Navy to be detailed at any 
one time uoder the provisions of the act passed 
September 26, 1888, amending said section 1,225, Rev. 
Stat., is hereby iucreased to 85; Provided, That no 
officer shall be detailed to or maintained at any of 
the educational institutions mentioned in said act 
where iostruction and drill in military tactics is not 
given; Provided further, That nothing in this act 
sball be so construed as to prevent the detail of 
officers of the Eagineer Corps of the Navy as pro- 
feesors in scientific schools or colleges as now pro 
vided by Act of Congress approved February 26, 
1879, entitled “An act to promote a knowledge of 
sream engineering and iron sbip-building among 
the students of scientific schools or colleges in the 
United States.”

Gan ABxoT and Comstock, and Colonel Gil- 
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BIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


The Senate Naval Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the bill previously passed by the 
House to promote Asst. Eogr. Julius A. Kaiser to 
the grade of P. A. engineer on the retired list. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, under 
the able leadership of Gen. Cutcheon, is keeping up 
its reputation for industry, notwithstanding the 
slim prospects for final action on work performed 
by committees at this late stage of the session. At 
the meeting tbis week a favorable report was made 
op the McAdoo resolution calling on the Secretaries 
of War and Interior for the circumstances attend: 
aan Se Sane of Sitting Bull, and on the Senate 
vill reviving the grade of lieutenant-general. An 
amendment was made to this bill stipulating that 
the office should expire with the proposed incum- 
bent, thus making it conform to the House bill pre- 
viously reported. It was also decided to report an 
amendment to the House bill for the relief of the 
retired list, now on the calendar, reducing the 
limited retired list to 360 after the transfer of those 
who have reached 64 years to the unlimited list, is 
proposed. 

The House Naval Committee held a meeting on 
Tuesday to vonsider the resommendation of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for an appropriation of $294,487 
for the equipment of the new Naval Observatory. 
Qn Thursiay the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment 
and the Superintendent of the Observatory were 
heard by the Committee on the same subject. The 
Oemmittee will probably recommend an amend- 
ment to the Naval Appropriation bill to cover the 
amount asked for. 

The Secretary of the Navy bas submitted an esti- 
mate to Congress for five additional clerks for his 
office with a statement showing that there are 30 per 
erent. fewer clerks at the present time than there 
were in 1888 to do an amount of work which is about 
30 per cent. greater. 

The bill for the retirement of mates in the Navy, 
which was practically defeated some weeks ago, bat 
temporarily laid aside because of a lack of aquorum, 
was formally rejected by the House on Jan. 5 bya 
vote of 101 to 88. : 

The House bill 9601, to issue certificates of honor- 
able service to contract surgeons who served curing 
the late war, and the bills for the issue of guns to 
the Michigan Military Academy and District of 
Columbis High School, were passed by the House 
en Jan. 7. 

The Senate Military Committee did not holda 
meeting this week and consequently a number of 
Army nominations which have been pending for 
some time will have to go over for a week longer. 
The list that was sent on Feb. 7, as will appear un- 
der the proper head, was confirmed the following 
day without being referred to the committee. 
Action on the Signal Corps nominations is delayed 
on account of representations made to the commit- 
tee that the appointments were not made strictly in 
accordance With the recommendation of the bourd. 
It is rumored that Lieut. Finley is the moving spirit 
in the opposition. The nominations of Lst Lieut. 
James ©. Ord, 25th Inf., to be captain, and of 2d 
Lieut. Ord, recently promoted from the ranks, are 
meeting with some opposition, the former from the 
evionel of bis regiment who claims that he is physi- 
cally disqualified. Action in his case has therefore 
been suspended until the War Department can be 
heard from. Thecaseof the junior Ord is “bung 
up” in consequence of the protest of Col. Lazelle 
against appointments from the rauks through

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A PLEA FOR THE CAVALRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


WirHovut discussing the propriety of increasing 
the Army to 30,000 men, it is difficult to see what 
effect such an increase would have on the efficiency 
of the Army, particularly in the case in queation— 
an Indian war. Under the proposed schedule of 
apportionment of the 30,000 men, the cavalry leses 
1,920 and the infantry 500. That is, the cavalry loses 
about 25 per cent. of its effective strength. 

If the efficiency of the Army for present needs is 
the question, it would be far better to leave it at 
25 000 and restore to the cavalry the organ‘zation 
contemplated »y law and which existed a few 
mouths ago. 

Fach cavalry_regiment bas been reduced from 12 
to 10 troops, each troop from 66 men te 60. This 
loss, it must be noted, is in the actual effective 
strength, and it must be further increased by about 
200 or 300 men absent in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the new law to prevent desertion, 

lo and around Pine Ridge are now five regiments 
of cavalry. They bave suffered a loss of about 1,000 
men, mep who, unquestionably, are more needed 
there than at some infantry post in the East gar- 
risoned by artillery (so called). Doubtless it is 
pleasanter for the artillery officers to play at sol- 
Giering with batteries of 60 men (less desertions) 
than if they were 30 (lessdesertions). Yet no one 
can deny tbat these men would be better employed, 
and add more to the efficioncy of the Army, as cay- 
alrymen io the field, than as artillerymen gathering 
the autumn leaves as they fall on the parade or 
shovelling snow from the walks. 

Again, if the cavairy nad been left at its fermer 
strength, the whole 6th Uavalry might have re- 
mainedin New Mexico, whereat any time they 
may be needed, the Government have saved the ex- 
pense of the move, and the four remaining regi- 
ments bave put 300 more men in the field than are 
now there with five regiments. 

Let Congress inzrease the army to 30,000 men, but 
above all, let it see that its laws are enforced, and 
also that the omen receives its share of the in- 
creabe instead of being cut down for the benetit of 
the artillery. Inthe meantime the cavalry, with 
diminished numbers, goes on to its increased work, 
standing ready as of old to take all the hard knocks,

INTEREST ON THE SOLDIER'S RBTAINED 
PAY. 


In the matter of the proper construction of Section 1 of 
the Act of June 16, 1890, in regard to the payment of inter- 
est on retaiued pay ot soldier, the Second Comptroller holds: 

That the rums retained uaoder Sections 128L and 1983, RK, 8 
can be treated as deposits upon which interest shall be paid 
(as provided in the act) in those cases Only where it appears 
that the pay bus been retaiond since July 1, 1890, and where 
the soldier has remained in tbe Service for « period of six 
months subsequent to the end of tbe year in which the de- 
posit aecrued, Regarciag tbe period for which interest shall 
be «lowed on the deposits of retained pay made atter July 
1, 1890, thai must depend uvon the length of time the soldier 
remains 10 the Service; but it is considered clear that no in- 
terest cap be paid on deposits of this character that accrue 
within six months of the date of the soldier's discharge.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


THE Army is again called upon to mourn the 
death, at the bands of hostile Indians, of one of its 
most valued officers, Ist Lieut. Edward W. 
Casey, 22d U.S. infantry, in command of Indian 
scouts. He was with Gen. Brooke’s command at 
Wounded Knee Creek, 8S. D., and the despatches 
say: “He went too near the bostile camp, where be 
was fired on and shot through the bead. His body 
has been recovered.” Lieut. Casey was the young- 
eat son of the late Gen. Silas Casey, U.S. A., and a 
younger brother of Brig.-Gen. Thomas L. Casey, 
Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., and of Capt. Silas 
Casey, U.S. N. He was born ir California, was ap- 
pointed to the Military Academy from Louisiana 
in 1869 and was graduated in 1873, promoted to the 
22d Infantry, and in 1880 attained the grade of Ist 
lieutenant. He was adjutant of bis regiment from 
september, 1884, to January, 1887, and in that posi- 
tion and many others displayed fine ability. He 
was a brother-in-law of the late Col. Lewis C. Hunt 
and Col. Robert N. Scott, of the Army, and by 
numerous ties of kindred and friendsbip was asso 
ciated with the Army, to which his death is a most 
serious loss. Such is the price we pay for Indian 
wars. 


BREVET Major JAMES T. McGryniss, Captain U. 
S. A., retired, who died January 3, 1891, at Washing- 
ton, D. C., served gallantly during the war as an 
enlisted man and offiver of Ohio Volunteers, and in 
February, 1866, was appointed 2d Lieutenant of the 
13th U.S. Infantry. He attained the grade of cap- 
tain in 1871, and was retired March 26, 1879, for dis- 
ability arising from wounds received in the line of 
duty. For his gallantry at Chickamauga, Mission- 
ary Ridge and Dallas he received the brevets of 
major of volunteers and captain and major io the 
Regular Army. 


LIEUTENANT COLVILLE M. Petrirt, 8th U. 8. Inf., 
who died Dec. 30, at Fort Robinson, Neb, was a 
native of New York, entered the Military Academy 
in 1882, was graduated in 1886, and promoted 2d 
lieutenant of the &th Infantry. He was luoked upon 
as a good duty officer. 


Mrs. ANNA TALBOT GHERARDI, wife of Rear Ad- 
miral Gherardi, OU. 8. N..died on Sunday, Jan. 4, at 
the St. George Hotel, Brooklyn. She bad been an 
invaljd for nearly three years, but the immediate 
causé of death was poeumonia, the result of a 
heavy cold. She went as a child with her father, 
Dr. alter M. Rockwell, to San Francisco. Rear 
Admiral Gherardi made her acquaiutance while in 
command of the Receiving ship Independence, at 
the Mare Island Navy Yard, and they were mar- 
ried about 18 years ago. She leaves twosons. Ad- 
miral Gherardi was to have sailed, Jan. 4, in his 
flagship, the Philadelphia, for the South Atiantic, 
but his wife’s serious illness delayed his departure, 
and he, with his mother, sister and childreu, were 
present.at her bedside at the end. Tbe funeral ser- 
vices took place, Jan. 6, in St. Anve’s Church on the 
Heights, and the body was taken to Annapolis for 
burial. The funeral took place Jan. 7 in the Naval 
Cemetery at Annapolis, Md. Cbaplain Clark, of the 
Naval Academy, officiated. Eight sailors acted as 
active pallbearers. The honorary pallbearers were 
Comdr. Glass, Pay Inspector Caswell, Lieut. Reeder 
and Lieut.-Comdr. Knox, Commodore Ramsay, 
Lieuts. Cowles, Paul and Hutchins. Rear Admiral 
Gherardi, bis two sons, Miss Rockwell, sister of the 
deceased; Gherardi Vavis aud many others were 
present. 


Last week we briefly referred to the sad deatb, 
Dec. 31, of Mrs. Carnahan, wife of Lieut. Carnahan, 
12th U.S. lnfantry. A Pierre despatch says: “‘They 
were crossing the Missouri River on the ice between 
Fort Sully and Fort Bennett. Lieut. Carnahan and 
others had crossed just before the lady in a heavy 
ambulance. When the ambulance containing Mrs. 
Carnahan followed, ani it reached the centre of 
the river the ice began to give way. Before Lieut. 
Carnahan could reach her the entire equipage was 
under the ice. As Mra. Carnahan was lovked in and 
heavily bundied, the weather being cold, it was im- 
possible for her to get out, and before assistance 
could be had to raise the vehicle she was dead. The 
driver was lost in the fall.”” The remains were in- 
terred in the post cemetery at Fort Bennett. 


FUNERAL services over the remains of the late 
Capt. George D. Wallace, 7th Cavalry, were heid at 
Yorkville, S. C., Jan. 7. A portion of the State 
troops rendered soldierly aid in the ceremonies. 
All business was suspended and almost the entire 
community joined in the funeral procession. The 
flag of Capt. Wallace’s troop, in which the body 
had been wrapped when taken fro the field, and 
which had draped the coffin during the nas to 
Yorkville, was placed in charge of Gen. E. M. Law 
by the family of the deceased officer to be presented 
to the Jenkin’s Rifles. Oapt. Wallace was a son of 
the Hon. A. 8S. Wallace, member of Congress from 
South Carolina, and not a son of the late Col. Geo. 
W. Wallace, U.S. A., as stated. 


Ist LIEUTENANT THADDEUS H. Capron, U.S. A., 
retired, who died, Dec. 24, at Sharon Gill, Pa., 
served with credit and efficiency during the war, 
being at its close a major and quartermaster of vol- 
unteers. In 1867 he was appointed 2d lieutenant, 
9th U. 8. Infantry, promoted ist lieutenant in 1871, 
and was retired in 1887 for disability incurred in the 
line of duty. 


CARPENTER 8S, N. Wuitenocse, U. 8. N., a veteran 
and faithful warrant officer, whose service com- 
menced in July, 18 31, died Jan. 2, 1891, at his home in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. He was a brother-jn-law of Naval 
Coustruotor John B, Hoover, 


Our report of last week of the sudden death from 
heart disease of Capt. William Mills, 2@ U. 8. {nf., 
was taken from the first press despatch, which gave 
Omaha as the place of death. Later advices, how- 
ever, are that he died in his tent at the camp pear 
Pine Ridge Agency, Neb., he being with his regi- 
ment at the front at the time of the sad occurrence, 
Capt. and Brevet Lieut. Col. Falck says in a letter 
to us: “Capt. Mills was found dead in his tent of 
rbeumatism of the heart, and the immediate cause 
of death was the terrible exposure to which he had 
been subjected, and especially so on the very night 
preceding bis death. In my opinion his life was 
just as much a sacrifice to duty as that of the brave 
Capt. Wallace and the over gallant fellows who fell 
victims to the treachery of the Indians. Capt. Mills 
was a wan of sterling character, gentle of disposi- 
tion, modest and upright, and strictly honorable in 
all bis relations with men; he made many wiirm and 
steadfast friends, who deeply regret his untimely 
death and in so poor a cause. The captain leaves a 
heart-broken wife and two youne children, for 
whose sake, if for nothing else, the record should be 
set right.”’ 


Mason SrncLArrR Cooper, son of Rear-Admiral 
Cooper, U. 8. N., who died in Brooklyn, Jan. 2, 1891, 
from erysipelas, joined the U.S. Navy as matein 
1864, being then about 17, was promoted acting en- 
sigo in 1865, and was bonorably disvharged in Ooto- 
ber, 1866. He then took service with the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, and remained with it for 
fourteen years, commanding some of its best vessels, 
For two years he was an inspector of customs io 
Brooklyn. When the Haytian insurgents began to 
get the better of President Salomon he secured the 
services of the deceased and put him in command of 
bis navy. In one engagement he was severely 
wounded, but he soon quelled the insurrection. He 
remained at the head of the Haytian Navy for six 
years, but when President Salomon was ousted he 
returned to this country. 


BReEvet BRIGADIER GENERAL IsaAAc VAN DUZEN 
Reeve, colonel U. 8S. Army, retired, who died sud- 
denly Dec. 31, at 26 East 67th street, New York City, 
was born in New York; entered West Poiut in 1831, 
was graduated in 1835, and appointed to the 4th In- 
fantry. When the Mexican War broke out he was 
captain in the 8th Lnfantry and received the brevet 
of major for his gallantry at Contreras and Cbu- 
rubusvo and of lieutenant colonel for Molino Del 
Rey. When the civil war broke out be was major 
of the lst Infantry and was promoted lieutenant 
colonel of the 13th Infantry in 1862, and for his 
faithful and meritorious services during the war re- 
ceived the brevet of brigadier general. The re- 
mains were taken on Jan. 2 to Dansville, N. Y., for 
interment. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM W. Rogers, U. 8. A., retired, 
who died, Dec. 14, at San Diego, Cal., served gal 
lantly during the war as an an enlisted officer of 
the Pennsylvania State troops, and in July, 1866, 
was appointed Ist lieutenant, 45th U. 8S. Infantry. lo 
1871 be was trausferred to the 9th ag A pro. 
moted captain in 1879, and retired in 1889, for dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. For bravery 
at Gettysburg he received the brevet of captain in 
the Regular Army, and for gallant conduct gener- 
ally during the war the brevets of major and lieu- 
tenant-colonel of volunteers. 


A West Pornt correspondent, referring to the late 
Hospl. Stewara Pollock, U.S. A., killed in action 
near Pine Ridge Agency, writes: ** Likely his death 
occurred while rendering assistance to some of his 
wounded comrades,for Pollock was a man who could 
not see a fellow-being suffer without rendering 
what assistance was in his power. Asa mark of the 
great esteem in which he was held at West Point, a 
solema mass of requiem was held iu the post chapel 
Jan. 5 io bis memory by the Rev. Eiward McGinley, 
of Higbland Falls.”’ 


Mr. G. N. MEAD, who died at his home in Brook- 
lyn Dec. 13, 1890, was the father of the late G. L. 
Mead, Paymaster U. S. Navy, and uncle of the 
widow of the late Capt. J. 8. King, U. 8. A. Mr. 
Mead lived to the good old age of 81. He leaves a 
wife, son and brother, Mr. C. L. Mead, a real estate 
broker in Harlem, New York city. 


Mrs. BuRNHAM, widow of Brevet Major Burnham, 
Corps of Ecgineers, U. 8. A., died at Charlestown, 
Mass., Dec. 30. Major Burnham, who served gal- 
lantly during the Civil War, died in 1877. 


Dorotuy Brapsory,daughter of Lieut. E.E. Brad- 
bury, U. 8. N., a child of four and a hbaif years of 
age, died in Bradford, Mass., January 1. 


Mrs. Frances A. WALLER, mother of the wife of 
Col. John M. Wilson, Corps of Engineers, U. 8.

JupGe CHARLES Devens, of the Supreme Judicial 
Court,of Massachusetts, who died suddenly in Bos- 
ton Jan. 7, had a brilliant war record. He went to 
the front as an officer of Massachusetts troops, was a 
brigadier-general in 1862, and commanded a brigade 
during the Peninsular campaign; was disabled by 
a wound at Fair Oaks, and was in the battles of An- 
tietam and Fredericksburg. In the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville Gen. Devens commanded a division and 
was severely wounded. He returned to the field in 
the spring of 1864. He was brevetted major-general 
and io June, 1866, was mustered out at ois own re- 
quest. Returning to his law practice at Worcester, 
Gen. Devens was appointed to the Superior Court 
Bench in April, 1867, and was promoted to the Su- 
preme Court Bench in 1873. He resigued in 1876 to 
become Attorney General in ident Hayes’s 
Cabinet. Four years later he returned to the Bench 
of his native State and has since continued to nonor 
it. Judge Devens was commander-ia-chief of the 
G. A. R. in 1874. 


GENERAL FRANCIS Ev1as SPINNER, Treasurer of 
the United States during the Civil War, died at 
Jacksonville, Florida, Dec. 31. He was witbin a few 
days of 89 years of Herkimer, in the 


age. At 
* Twenties,” he took a decided interest in military 





affairs. Mr. Spinner raised the Lafayette Guards, 
was elected lieutenant, aided in organizing the 26th 
Regiment New York State Artillery, was elected to 
and held in succession all the iotermediate grades 
~ 4 to the rank of major-general of the 34 Divison 
of Artillery—an office which he resigned when, 10 
1834, he was elected sheriff of Herkimer County. 
But the title clung to him and became that by 
which he afterwards was known to all the country. 


THE death is announced of Alexander W. King- 
lake, whose important literary work, the “ Invasion 
of the Crimea,” has caused much controversy. He 
published the work by rather tardy instalments 
the first volume appearing in 1963, and the sixth in 
1880. His strenuous defence of Lord Raglan, and 
his denunciation of Dr. Kussell and the London 
Times are conspicuous features in his history of the 
war. The sale of the book was prohibited in France 
during the Empire. 

CoLtoneL. W. B. Patye, one of the most diatin- 
guished engineers of the country, and to whom be- 
longs alargeshare of the honor of building the 
Brooklyn Bridge, died Deo. 3L at Cleveland, Ohio. 
During the war he was chief of the Topographical 
aod Eogineering Department under General Mo- 
Clellan, and he then made an enviable record. He 
leaves a widow and one daughter. 


Tue Venetian Vice Admiral Vittorio Zambelli, 


who bas just died, had a service of 83 ve being 
registered asa cadetin the Austrian Na n 1807, 
when he was five years old, by his father who was a 


naval officer high in commund. He joined the rev- 
olutionary party in 3848 and took a brilliant part of 
the War of Independence. 

RANDOLPH CorLz, E3q., who died in Georgetown, 
D. C., January 4, was a son-in-jaw of the late Rear 
Admiral Radford, whom he survives less than a year.

AT THE FRONT. 


Tuis_has been a week of alarms and rumors from 
the seat of the Indian warfare, but withno engage- 
ments beyond slight skirmishe,s which have cost at 
least one other valuable life, that of Lieut. E. W. 
Casey, commanding the Indian scouts, to whom 
we refer elsewhere. Poor Ned Casey. Alas! that 
his promising young life should be thus cut short. 
There are not Indians enough in Dakota to pay for 
the loss of such men as Wallace and Oasey. The 
official dispatches made public this week show that 
President Harrison has given the heartiest support 
to General Miles from the first. On the 81st of 
October he directed the Secretary of War to insti- 
tute a personal investigation into the Messiah craze, 
through the division or department commander, 
directing him to report with recommendations, and 
to have troops in the vicinity prepared to co-operate 
in the execution of any orders that might be 
adopted. Nov. 13 he again called the secretary's 
attention to the serious nature of the situation, 
saying : 

ou will see that the troops whose services will be 
in requisition in case of an outbreak are in a state 
of quick readiness to take und remain in the field, 
and that any movement is supported by a body of 
troops sufficiently large to be impressive, and in 
case of resistance, quickly and thoroughly efficient. 
1 bave directed the Secretary of the loterior to ad- 
vise his agents to use their influence to separate the 
well-dieposed from the ill-disposed Indians, and, 
while using their best endeavors to preserve dis- 
cipliae, to avoid an outbreak until the War Depart- 
ment bad made its necessary preparations. 


Dec. 1 the President directed the Secretary of 
the Interior to instruct the Indian agents to oo- 
operate with the military and obey their orders “‘in 
all operations intended to suppress an outbreak.” 
It is due to the President to further say that so far 
as the Indian diffieulty may be supposed to have 
been in any way influenced by the removal of 
Agent McGillicuddy, it is Mr. Oleveland and not he 
who 1s responsible.

Like many other things 
the papers publish, they are in error. Col. Sumner 
did take Big Foot and his band and some 30 Stand. 
ing Rock Indians, followers of the dead Sitting Bull 
who had drifted toward us much as thistle down 
separated from its stalk drifts before the winds. It 
wasa cold day, with promises of a colder night, 
when the command started back to camp, and 
Foot begged Col. Sumner's permission to stay in hi 
camp during the night that his women and ohij- 
dren might not suffer from cold, promising to come 
down the next day. Meanwhile a man hitherto 
trusted and respected went as « messenger the fol 
lowing day to Big Foot (be not having come ia as 
promised) with a message from Col. Sumner to the 
effect that be was surprised at his evident lack of 
faith, and asking him to relieve him of the necessity 
of coming for him, as he certainly would if the sun 
reached its meridian and be did not appear. 

What did this man do? He told Big Foot that Col. 
Sumner was “very mad, that he preposed the fol- 
lowing day to come down and annihilate his whole 
band without word or parley.” The poor Indian’s 
utterance was pathetic: * We will join our people 
near Pine Ridge. God’s providence may, perhaps, 
spare some of us; here we have but to face death. 

1, Sumner, trusting in a man who had been recom- 
mended to him by the highest credentials, a man 
whose name has been associated with that of Gen. 
Crook (sponsor to any individuality) waited for re- 
sults. Treachery with its beguiling finger pointed 
toward the star of trust and infidelity was working 
its wretched way. . 

Colonel Sumner is a man who needs no eulo~ 
gium; his person speaks the man, and scars and dis 
memberm=at proclaim the soldier. if he has erred 
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thought, integrity of purpose and fidelity to his 
trust no man stands mper.

Every beart went out in sympatby to the brave 
comrades to whom everyone bad waved his bat and 
obeered as they rode out on the plains. Proud and 
gallant they looked, more like a parade than the 
preparation for death; yet the scene made one’s 
heart beat quicker and brought to mind the words: 

To drum beat and heart beat 
A soldier marches by. - 
There is color in bis cheek, 


In a moment he may die. 

To poor Wallace, of the 7th, a gallant soldier, 

killed by an Indian club, the above may apply. 
What a death, for a soldier! 


Now 1s the time to show the stuff the Army has 
for duty for war, and those unfortunates, and we 
areall liable to break, sbould gracefully give up 
and retire. The difficulty of getting supplies is also 
shown, so thatif a concentration of a larger force 
was cecessary there would be trouble. At every 
post supplies should be kept by the quartermaster 
at any time, the same as in astore. Tne shopkeeper 
who provides asthe Government does would be left. 
Clotbing should be drawn by post quartermastere, 
in number and variety, and selections made frum 
same asinastore. The Buffiogton sight is a failure, 
many sights are kvocked to pieces, jamming in car- 
bine boots. Tbe graduations are so indistinct that 
io action or baste a man cannot see them. We 
should have fhis sight, if desired, for peace, but for 
war give us an open buck horn sight, with large 
numbers in white to show the graduations. Skir- 
mish ——* are defective. Troops of cavalry instead 
of knowing all about packing and pack wmuler, 
the cavalryman’s great hold for success in the ma- 
jority of cases, know pothing about them. Eacb 
troop should bave permanentiy attached to it at 
least four pack mules, a rejor, etc., and at least 
six troopers should be dri led in packing the same 
as in other drills.

present excitement would be well. But he leaves all this to 
your better information and discretion, and would not bave 
you omit anytbing that is necessury to protect tbe settle- 
ments. He hopes that the report of the killing of women 
and children in the affair at Wounded Knee is unfounded, 
and directs that you cause an immediate inquiry to bs made 
and re the resuit to the department. If there was any 
uvsoldierly conduct you will relieve the responsible officer, 
and so use the troops engaged there so as to avoid its re- 
petition. 

Gen. Schofield received a telegram from Gen. 
Miles at Pine Ridge, dated Jan. 5, as follows: 

Ip accordance with your telegram and President's order I 
have detailed a board of officers consisting of Col. Oarr, 6th 
ray’. Gnjor Kent. 4th Inf.. and Capt. Baldwin, 5th Iof., to 
investigate that affair at Wounded Knee. Is this in con- 
formity with the President’s directions. and does be direct 
that it constitute a Court of Inquiry with power to take 
testimony under oath? Col. Forsyth’s commun consiated 
of 26 «fficers and 458 men. Eigbty-two Indians and 60 women 
and children were buried on or near the ground, I have re- 
lieved Col. Forsyth from command. 

Gep. Schofield telegraphed Gen. Miles on Jan. 6: 
11 reply to sour telegram of yesterday I am directed by 
the S-cretary of War to inform you that it was not the in- 
tention of the Presidenc to appoint a Court of Ioquiry nor 
to order at this time in the midst of the campaign an fur- 
ther icquicy than you could yourself make without the ne- 
cessity of a court, the purpose being simply to determine 
whether any officer bad been so tar derelict in duty as to 
make it necessary to relieve bim from command, 8 result 
to follow upon the inquiry which you were expected to 
cause to be made. You were expected ourself firet to in- 
quire into the facts, and in the event of its beiag disclosed 
tpat there bad been unsoldierly conduct to relieve the re- 
sponsible officer. Toe directions of the President were sug- 
gested by your telegram of the Ist inst., to me. 

Tho Commisrioner of Indian affairs has received 
the following telegram, dated to-day, from Indian 
Agent Royer at Pine Ridge:—“‘Chief Herder Hughes 
bas returned to the agency witb 300 cattle. We have 
no information as to whether there are aay more 
seattered over the range. Hugh says he thinks the 
bostiles burned the ranch after be left.” It is stated 
at the Indian Bureau that these 300 head are all that 
have been recovered from the original of about 
8,500 head driven off by the hostiles.

ARMY OFFICERS TO ACT AS INDIAN AGENTS. 

President Harrison bas decided to accede to Gen. 
Miles’ suggestion that military officers be appointed 
to take charge temporarily of the five Indian 
agencies near the scene of the present hostilities. 

Acting under instructions from the President, 
Secretary Proctor sent a dispatch to Gen. Miles Jan. 
6. informing bim of tbe decision and naming Capt. 
E. P. Ewers, of the Fifth Infantry; Capt. F. E 
Pierce, of the First Infantry; Capt. Cyrus A. Reinst, 
of the Eighth [nfantry, and Capt. J. M. Lee, of the 
Nioth lofantry, as the officers to be placed in charge 
of four of the agencies under covstderation. For 
the fifth place, General Miles was instructed toselevt 
some officer instead of Capt. Dougherty. origioally 
suggested by the genera!, because both Dougherty 
and Pierce belong to tbe lst Regiment, and it was 
thought better to have the several appointments 
made from different regiments. 

The agencies affected by this change are the 
Standing Rock, Pine Ridge, Rosebud, Cheyenne and 
Lower Brule, all of which are in the Dakotas. The 
old agents bave not been removed, but their 
authority has been merely transferred to military 
officers during the continuance of hostilities. The 
instructions telegraphed to General Miles con- 
tained, among other things, thestatement that the 





newly appointed military officers are bot to inter- 
fere - ~_oameaemaesl with the functions of the regular 
agents. 
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KILLING OF GENERAL BARRUNDIA. 
Secretary Tracy mone ‘Commander Reiter's 
DecemMBER 31, 1899. 
Comdr. George C. Reiter, U. 8, N., Pittsburg. Pa. : 

Sir: Cpon the receipt of your report of Aug. 28 
last, detailing the events connected with the shoot- 
ing of Gen. Barrundia, the Department, by an or- 
der of Sept. 29, relieved you of your command. ln 
an interview on Dec. 15,a further statement was 
made by you verbally which,in accordance with 
the Department's directions, vou embodied in a 
written report dated Dec. 20. The present commu- 
nication is addressed LD 9 in order that you may 
be fully acquainted with the grounds of the Depart- 
ments action. 

Your reports show that on Aug. 27 last you were 
lying with the Ranger and the Thetis off San Jose, a 
seaport of Guatemala which bas no barbor. properly 
speaking, but only an open roadstead. The Aca 
pulco, an Amerivan passenger steamer, making rez 
ular trips from San Francieco to Panama, stooping 
at intermediate points in Mexico,Guatemala and Sal- 
vador, inclading San Jose, was expected to arrive 
shortly, and actually did arrive towards the olose of 
the ox. 630 Pp. m. of that day the Acapulco 
being then in sight, but uot yet having reached her 
anchorage, you received an intimation of the pur- 
poses of the Guatemalan Government from the U. 
S. Minister, who informed you that the steamer had 
on @ passenger, Gen. udia, whom the 
territorial Government regarded as a political 
enemy and as liable to arrest upon entering their 
waters. 

It does not appear that under these circumstances 
yon took any steps to communicatewithb the steamer, 

inform yourself more fully of the facts, or to warn 
the captain of the risk his passenger was about to 
encounter. Instead of thie, "pon the receipt of the 
information contained in the Minister's telegram, 
you went on shore and telegraphed to the lattera 
suggestion that he should ask the Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment to permit the Thetis to take Gen. Barrun- 
dia back to Acapulco, from which place he had 
come. While you were thus occupied the steamer 
arrived in the port and came to anchor. 

While on shore you requested the local Guatema- 
lan officer to suspend action until you received a 
reply to your telegram. which request he refused 
to comply with, going on board the steamer and re- 
turning, without, however, attempting at this time 
to make any arrest. You did not accompany the 
Guatemalan officer on this visit, nor did you go on 
board the Acapulco or have avy communication 
with her captain, either then or during the whole 
of the nigbt. 

At 9.30 a. mM. on the following day you received a 
second telegram from the United States Minister, 
stating that the Guatemalan Goveroment declined 
your offer to take Gen. Barrundia away in the 
Thetis. Your first report does not state that you 
had any interview with Capt. Pitts during this 
morning, but, from your verba) statement made on 
the 16th inst., and from your second report, it ap- 
pears that you went on board the Acapulco soon 
after receiving this second telegram and beld an in- 
conclusive conference with Capt. Pitts. Although, 
according to your rerort, ‘tat about 2 Pp. m. it was 
thought that a number of shots were beard on 
board the Acapulco,"’ your next appearance un the 
vessel was not until 2.30 p.m., after the death of 
Gen. Barrundia, when Lieut. Bartlett, who bad 
been visiting the steamer, reported that firing had 
bees — place on board and that protection was 

es 


In the opinion of the Department, your conduct. 
upon your own showing, is deserving of unqualified 
censure. 

In your situation, in command of a force of pub 
lic vessels of the United States, in a territory which. 
if not at that moment at war, had recentiv beeu 
the scene of hostilities as well asof civil disturb- 
ance,it was your duty to watch with the most ac 
tive solicitude over the interests of your country in 
that quarter, and especially its interests afloat. 
From the moment that the approach of the Aca- 
pulco,a steamer bearing.the American flag, was 
kKoown to you, you should bave taken every step 
legally in your power to give countenance and sup 
port to her captain and protection to all persons on 
board, especially when you knew that their safety 
was likely to be menaced. Lustead of this, in your 
apparent endeavor to escape responsibility, you re- 
mained so completely passive that, as far es events 
on board the Aca were concerned, you and 
your vessels might as well have been on the other 
tide of the ocean. 

Whenever any passenger, whether American or 
foreigner, is received on board an American vessel, 
he comes under the American flag, and is entitled 
to the protection and secufity of which that flag is 
the guarantee. At sea this inviolability has in the 
time of peace no exception or qualification. in 
foreign ports it is qualified only by the legal exer- 
cise of the territorial authority. Whatever may 
have been the extent of this authority over a vessel 
anchored within the port, the American steamer. 
before she entered the port and after she left it, was 
as independent of such authority as your own a. 
or as the soil of your own country. It was within 
— legitimate power, as it was your imperative 

uty, to exercise, by every means legally at your 
command, the guarantee of protection which the 
United States gives to all vessels under its flag. 
Your ships wereon the spot; you had full knowledge 
of Gen. Barrundia’s approach; you were informed 
of the intention to seize bim asa political offender. 
He was not a fugitive from the territory of Guate- 
mala, seeking tu escape from the territorial jurisdio- 
tion. Neither was be a conspirator attempting to 
return to his country to foment revolution. He was 
&@ passenger on board an American ship, which be 
had joined at Mexico’ with a destination for Pana- 
ma. and be had thus, without your intervention, 
and outside of the local jurisdiction, obtained a 
| en under the flag and protection of the United 
tates, In this situation youfoundbim. Hissafety 
was threatened. Under these ciroumstances it was 
your plain duty to proceed at once to meet the 
steamer before she cast.anchor in the port, to warn 
the captain of the danger, and to offer to his pas- 
senger, should be derire it, an asylum on board your 
ship. Had you merely gone out toinform yourself 
— of the facts, you would have learned 
t General Barrundia had taken passage from a 
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porbouteide of Guatemala that he was proceeding 
itkewise to a pert outside of Guatemala; that he was 


itating a move- 
ment against Guatemalan sovereignty, be had no 
intention of entering, voluntarily, the Guatemalan 
territory. Had you learned these facts, of which 
you would undoubtedly have been apprised im- 
mediately upon reaching the steamer, it is impossi- 
ble to su that you would have failed to offer 
the fugitivean asylum. Such an act could have 
violated no rights of the territorial covernment, for 
no rights over the person of the passenger would 
have yet vested, while it would have maiotained 
tbe implied promise of protection which the United 
States makes to all who in good faith embark under 
ite fag. By remaining inactive, you neglected your 
obvious duties, and placed your government in the 
position of renouncing those who had sheltered 
themselves under its flag. 

Even after the arrival of the Acapulco in the 
port, your power of discretionary action was by no 
means taken away, There were in particular three 
points in which the existing situation imposed upon 
you as the senior naval officer present a positive 
duty, namely: 

1. To make a full investigation of the facts, to as- 
certain the sufficiency of the charge and of the au- 
thority upon which the proposed removal of the 
passenger was based. 

2. To prevent by your presence, with such assis- 
tance as you might find necessary, any proceedings 
on bo the steamer calculated to endanger the 
safety of those on board. 

8. if apes examination it appeared that a seizure 
was to attempted without proper warrant, or 
that the proceedings were merely in the nature of a 
pretext to secure the person ofa political fugitive, 
to offer bim, in accordance with humane and well- 
established practice in the case of refugees whose 
lives ~ in danger, the hospitality of your own 
vessel. 

In none of these particulars does it appear that 
you took any action. You stated to Capt. Pitts. ac- 
cording to your second report: “If I were ealled 
upon, it would be my duty to satisfy goed that 
the government of Guatemala had a right to make 
the arrest.’ To Captain Pitte’s question whether 
you would send a guard on board the Acapulco, at 
the joint request of bimself and the Commandante, 
you made this extraordinary answer: “ When you 
ask mel willgiveyouareply.”’ In both these case 
it is evident that you proposed to do nothing unless 
somebody preferred a formal uest or demand 
for your interposition; forgetting that, in the cir- 
cumstances then existing, the most pressiag demand 
for your intervention came from the situation it- 
self, and that it was your duty to act promptly and 
ae without awaiting for the invitation, re- 
quest, or advice of any persop whatever. 

That 1t was your deliberate intention to remain 
inactive in the absence of formal applications, is 
further evidenced by your extraordinary delay ip 
proceeding on board the steamer on the afternoon 
of August 28, when the sound of firing showed to 
you that an affray was taking place. Your first re- 
port says: “Atabout 2 Pp m., it was thought that a 
pum ber of shots were heard on board the Acapulco, 
and at 2.15 the Guatemalan flag was hauled down 
from the fore and the United States flag boisted in 
its stead, when I engpense the United States Minis- 
ter was on board. ut at 2.30, when the whaleboat 
came alongside with Lieuts. Bartlett and Halsey, 
who bad been visiting the Acapulco, Lieut. Bartlett 
reported to me that the commandant was on board, 
and that promiscuous firing has been going on on 
board the sbip, and that they desired protection, 
the United States fi at the fore having beep 
hoisted to signify that desire. 1 immediately left the 
ship in the gig to go alongside the Acapulco, and 
ordered Lieut. Harris to follow meat once with an 
armed party of marines in the whaieboat. On my 
arrival on the Ac«pulco I found all quiet and no 
necessity for any protection, so tbat on tne arrival of 
Lieut. Harris a few moments afterwaras, | directed 
him to return to the Ranger. 

lt is believed that few cases have ever occurred in 
the history of the United States Navy where a com- 
manding officer so completely abandoned the re- 
sponsibilities of hia position, us, according to your 
own showing, you did upon this critical occasion. 
fully aware, as you were on that afternoon, of the 
probable course of events, it does not appear that 
you took any steps to learn when and with what 
warrant of authority the local officials were coming 
on board; and if you had actual knowledge of their 
arrival the fact, apparently, gave you pe conocero, 
and in no way influenced your conduct. Even when 
you beard the fatal shots, which showed only too 
plainly what was taking place, you made no move- 
ment, but with a degree of apathy almost unparal 
leled, you awaited for balf an hour, until a formal 
request vame for protection. 

nder these circumstances, it is not surprising 
that, upon your arrival on the steamer, you found, 
as you state in your letter of that date te Mr. Miz- 
ner, that “the Commandante had left with the body 
of Barrundia, and that all was quiet.” 

It would seem that you had from the beginning 
some intention, as indicated in your telegram to the 
United States Minister, of receiving Gen. Barrundia 
on board one of your ships, under the es ogy 
which turned out to be only too well founded, that 
he would need your protection. But upon what 
principle you submitted this as a eens for the 
territorial government to decide, delaying 15 criti- 
cal hours until you could receive an answer, the 
partment is at a loss to comprehend. A United 
States officer does not ask of a foreign government 
permission to offer asylum to any person on board 
an American vessel at sea, who stands in need of a 
refuge. An officer who so abdicates his authority 
and that of the nation he represents, and surrenders 
it to others, bas a leason to learn before he can 
safely be entrusted with the command of a ship of 


war. 
It is possible that, in adopting this line of conduct, 
you were to some extent influenced by the despatch 
of the United States Minister, quoted in your letter. 
The Department fails to find in this despatch any 
justification ne ROOE inaction. Fvenif the Minister 
nad distinctly advised you to remain a passive s 
tator, which was not the case, your respo ty, 
as the officer in command afloat, could. not 
be either increased or diminished ; and least of 





on the open sea outside of the territory in which the 
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Minister was clothed with the representative ohar- 
acter. In the performance of his duties under the 
law, the responsibility of a naval officer ts complete, 
nor can an bat the orders of hissupertor shift 
tbe burden to another.

WAR AT BARNEGAT PARK, 


Tue daily papers have occupied much space the 
past week with accounts of the outbreak of a smali 
war at the quasi-military settlement of Barnegat 
Park, N. J. A body of [talian laborers who had 
been left without their pay made such threatening 
demonstrations that Lieut. BE. &. Farrow, 2ist U. 8. 
Inf... who was in oharge, felt it necessary to oall 
upou the sheriff, to telegraph to the Goverosor for 
the aid of the militiaand to General Howard, at 
Governor's Island, for assistance from the U. &. 
Government. A more simple way out of the diffi- 
eulty was ultimately found by the payment of the 
Italiane, who took their departure for New York, 
and white-winged peace once more brooded over 
the settlement. The hungry [talians simply 
gatbered ubout the entrance to the hotel and de- 
manded that they be introduced to Lieut. Farrow 
and to Mr. Bugene Bilery, two of the members of 
the Barnegat Park enterprise, against whom their 
excited suspicions bad been especially directed. The 
inmates of the hotel made their ecape to various 
points of safety, and were followed hy Mr. Ellery 
and Lieut. Farrow, who procured conveyances and 
drove to Tom’s River, where they sought to procure 
assistance from the authorities. A sheriff's posse 
was organized, but was not considered neces- 
sary to evoounter the rioters. The Governor, 
through Major-Gen. Plume and Brig.-Gén. Sewell, 
ordered the nearest militia under arms, but in- 
structed the sheriff that be must first exhaust his 
power, under penalty of belag held respoosible for 
segiect of duty. The daily papers have occupied 
themselves with long discussions as to the responst- 
bility for the neglect to pay the [talians, into which 
it is not worth while to enter. Thedifficulty appears 
to have arisen out of adisputed account with an 
improvement company employed to construct the 
roadways atthe Park. The Barnegat Company was 
reorganized Jan. 7 by the election of the following 
officers: President, Ro velt. Jr.; Vice 
President, M. W. Conkhog; Secretary, ©. 8. Farrow; 
Treasurer, C. F. Schrammer; Treasurer, J. L. Phelps, 
Jr. Mr. Roosevelt is the sun of an old New Yorker, 
Hon. R. B. Roosevelt, formerly member of Con- 
gi ese, and late Minister to the Hague. Mr. Conkling 
is a nephew of the late Senator Roscoe Conkling.

COMPANY DRILLS IN THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


At the drill of Co. A, 7ist Regt.,on Dec. 19, 40 men were 
present out of some 79 on the roll, and one officer, a Ist lieu- 
renant, who wasin commaad, When marching in column 
of fours, ruide right, the order was given guide left, and the 
guide shifted to the left flank. The command was improper ; 
it should have been file-closers on the right flank. At the 
command fours left the rear rank closed up on the front 
rank at the preliminary command. They should not close 
up until they wheel into line. This same error occurred in 
the movement on right into line. When marching in col- 
ute of fours the command was given fours right about. 
The file-elosers darted through the intervals to the otber 
flank. Tbey should have remained on the same flank 10 
which they were previously marching. Thiserror was re- 
veated and not corrected. In the left oblique movement 
the men did not cover and many of them came to acarry 
before halting. At the command on right into line the 
fours marched up to the line, instead of its rear, and then 
dressing upon theline. The marching in company front 
was very good. On completion of marching movements 
the company was put through tbe manual, fairly well exe- 
cuted, although there was ap unnecessary moving of heais. 

At the drill of Co. C, 7ist Regt... some 20 men paraded in 

commaad of the captain out of 58 on the roll at last inspec- 
tion. The company wa: exercised in marching movements 
aud skirmish drill. The movement in column of fours, 
forming twos, and column of files were weli executed, as 
was elso the right und left frovt into line. In the manual of 
arms while at a halt there was a considerable moviog of 
heads. In the skirmish drill the movement by the right 
flank and the assemble on the leit skirmisher and the firings 
advancing and retiring were very good. The attendance 
should have been better. 
- Co, E, 6b Regt., Capt. H. Coleman, assembled for drill 
on Monday evening, Jan. 5. The company was turned over 
to Capt. jeman. ‘There were but few movements at- 
tempted. Marching in column of fours, tbe leading guide 
was 76 inches in advance of the first four, which is not the 
proper distance. When the pieces were at right shoulder 
aud the commund balt was given, the men came toa carry 
and balt at the same time; they should halt first and then 
cometo acarry. Many men have a bad fault of keeping 
their heads down in marching and especially io the wheel- 
ings. The left guide, after the direction bad been changed 
from marching io company front to fours rigbt, bad bis 
piece at a carry instead ot at a right shoulder. The sergeant 
who was in the file closers, when marching by fours, at the 
command right or left about, would go on the other flank. 
In this movement he ebould remnain on the same flank that 
be is marching on when the order is given. The manual of 
arms was fairly executed, but some men went through the 
manual carelessly, and mcst of the mistakes were not made 
by recruits. The turn out was very poor, only about 12 files 
being present at roll call out of 97 men on the roll. There 
is an evident want of interest on the part of the men to at- 
tend drill. In reference to the election of Sergt. Brown, 
gome time ago, which election was protested on var- 
ious grounds, the judge advocate to whom the protest was 
referred bas decided that there was 00 grounds for the pro- 
test. lt is asserted that the party who entered the protest 
wus not a member of the company. Sergt. Brown will go 
before the examining bourd at its next meeting. Seven 
long months bave elapsed since the protest was first sent 
fou ward, and it was almost given up for lost ; but it is better 
late than never. 

Co. K, Capt. Morris, and Co. I, Capt. Crane, 14th N. Y., as- 
semblied tor drill on Wednesday eveniug, Jan. 7. At the 
formation Co. K turned out 25 men, the captain and 2d lieu- 
tenunt; its membersbip at iast irspection was 48. Co.I 
turned out 24 men, the captain and two lieutenants, out of 
some 69 on the rel! at last inspection. The companies were 
dividea into platoons, Captain Morris taking charge. In 
éxecuting “left by platoons,” the chiefs of each platoon 
should bave promptly taken their positions in front in 
double time, instead of walking leisurely to their piaces. 
Capt. Morris corrected this and repeated the movement, and 
also right by platoons. In marching io coluinn of platoons 
the guide of the rear platoon did not at first regulate his 
step so as to preserve the proper distunce, which was evi- 
dent woen wheeling into line. Ia coming to a halt the pieces 
were brought down irregulariy. Marching in column ot 
tours the distance was fairly kept. ‘I'he obliques and tronts 
into line, forming line from column, and vice versa, etc, 
was fuirly dove, The manual asa whole was fair. When the 
command “ attention” is given, fixing hats, turning heads, 
etc., is very improper. All this should be done while uta 
rest. The chiefs of platoons at first acted timidly and un- 
decided, and gave their commands in almost a whisper ; they 
should show wore snap and speak out. Capt. Morris proved 
a live drill master, correcting errors On the instant, and re- 
peating movements uotil properly executed ; his commands 
were clear and distinct. Considerable improvement was 
manifest at the close of the drill, and under so capable an 
instructor it could bardly be otherwise. 

Co. D, 22d Regt., Capt. F. Bartlett.—I'‘his company assem- 
bled for drill on Tuesday evening, Jan.6, At the roll call 
there were 12 filles present, which isa fair attendance con- 
sidering ita strength. When the company was turned over 
to 1té instructor, Capt. Bartlett, the company was brought 
to a rear open order, so that it could be inspected. The in- 
structor neglected to give the command front,and the right 
and left guides were inspected inthe rear rank. The manual 
of arms was very good. The drill consisted of marching in 
column of fours an‘jwheeling and skirmish ¢crill. There was 
too much talking in the ranks. With this exception, the 
drill throughout was very gvod, especially the company 
movements.

Thirteenth New York—Col. D. E. Austen, 


Cou. AUSTEN has applied to the Adjutant-General for 
permissivu to take the regiment on a murch neat summer 
trom Troy to Bennington, Vt. It is calculated the expense 
would be about $2,500 for an eight day trip. This would in- 
clude both forage and transportation. A wagon for each 
company and one ior the field and staff would be taken, 
together with a large hospital tent and several smaller ones, 
with extra flies that could be used to imorovise shelters. It 
would also ve possible that some U. 8. Troops could arrange 
to go with the regiment and add to the vaiueof the outdoor 
lesson. It is hoped Col. Austen's application will meet with 
approval, and that the necessary appropriation will be 
forthcoming. The projected march would be voluntary. 
Col. Austen proposes to start with bis wagon train from 
Troy und to bivouac at night, the marches to be about ten 
miles per day and the men to subsist mainly on Army ra 
lions, cooking their own meals. He will conduct the march 
with advance guard andin detschments over two or three 
roads, uniting each day at noon for the bivouac. It is pro- 
posed that certain officers shall first make a reconnaissance 
survey of the roads. The wagon train is to move under 
convoy and general instruction is to be given en route in 
rand guard putrols, seatry duty, pickets, and general mat- 
ters of minor tactics. Signal work will connect the detach- 
ments on the march. Several officers of the U.S. Army ure 
willing to co-operate with the regiment. 





MASSACHUSETTS. 


COLONEL W. L. CHASE, inspector-general of rifle prac- 
tice, uccompaoied the &th Regiment, Col. Milis,on its an- 
nual tall field day at Beverly, Mass., to render a report to 
the adjutaut-genera!l. His notes are full of interest and 
value, trom which we give the extracts as follows: 

Commendable promptness marked the tour of duty. 

The idea of the fall manceuvres was ao advance from 
North Beverly station along Brimble ave., unuer command 
of Col. Mills, with eight companies of the regiment (F, C, B, 
A, H, G, L, 1,) and the baggage train developing a recon- 
naisance io turce under Lieut.-Col. Dodge, with three com- 
panies /E, M, D.) , 

At precisely 10 A. M. a company (I) was detached to skir- 
mish forward, aod the advance began ; on the march a com- 
pany acted on the flanks, and the rear was properly covered 
by « company and touch kept; and it was kept. 

Thnes opposing force presently appeared on the left 
flank, baving taken upa position well chosen for quasi guer- 
ills warfare, (Bull's Misery); Major Pew was dispatched 
with a company round Brimble Hill, and the regiment de- 
bouched on convenient ground by tke roadside, deployed. 
and under a strong fire, the defence was dislouged. 

It was retresbing to hear occasional voiley firing, which 
proved the men well in band, and a sound realization that 
more can be accomplished by a volley, well directed, than 
twice the ammunition fired hapbazard by the ordinary sol- 
dier. Firing at will is now wisely confiued to exceptionally 
strong shots, ana limited to the beginning or ending of an 
eogagement. In the actual fire shock individual work has 
little play, and the volley is more effective. 

The flanking party lost some men, captured the signal 
corps, who were too readily surprised, and reached the road 
in season to compel the retreat of the defence by outflank- 
ing a derachment stroogly placed behind an admirably con- 
structed barricade of felled trees, bound with barbed wire 
fence, and a trench of sawdust saturated with kerosene, 
which was lighted when the party there was forced to re- 
treat,and detained the advance some ten minutes. The 
readiness with which this obstruction was tackled and 
levelied was worthy of speaial mention. During the — 
gained at this obstacle the defence was capitally bandied 
und changed base, striking the advance on the right while 
keeping up a feint on the left and front. 

Opening out on the Montserrat road the final attack was 
made before Oberwold Woods, after a good deployment 
concentrating the maximum effective fire ; and with honors 
nearly even the fleld manoeuvres terminated. 

The errors were summed up in (1) the exposure of a body 
of men ot the defence (Bull’s Misery) who should have been 
ordered to lie down or earlier withdrawn ; (2) a more signal 
exposure of the defence, where a larger body of men at the 
tinal resistance stood up while the regiment deployed, and 
did not fire until fired upon, which would have been fatal in 
any real engagement. They were withdrawn, but in full 
view, and uvaer well directed fire would have suffered ; (3) 
the deployment of the regiment (Bull's Misery) when cer- 
tainly balf a company shonid have been kept on the road 
for any attack by tbat upproach; (4) no attention was paid 
to giving the men the range ; this should be seen to, and in- 
struction given in judging distances, to enable the company 
officers to tell their men bow to adjust their sights, 

it may be said of (1) (2) that the moment the commanding 
officer aetected the exposure of the men he promptly or- 
dered them back; of (3) that the excellent system ot spies 
made the commandiog officer assured of safety in his imme 
diate front. 

The work of the “detailed” spies was most shrewdly 
done, and the men deserve special mention, and the inspec- 
tor would ask the commanding officer 8th Regiment to con- 
vey his appreciatioao of their cleverness to them. 

‘he regiment re-formed and marcbed into the city. A 
constructive call for troops to disperse ri sters was promptly 
responded to. 

The formation was a compact bollow oblong, field and 
staff within, and the usual neediess expenditure of ammuni- 
tiou tollowed, but the firing was reasonably well in hand 
and the officers kept command.

Conduct during the recess was fair—a few men were boy- 
ish and could well be spared from the ranks, yeton the 
whole discipline off duty was fair to good.

The dress de is criticized by Col. Chase as to manual 
and unsteadiness in the ranks and also gives the officers a 
= tor careless adjustment of belts, etc, In conclusion, 
. Chase says: 

+ ™ While these may be small matters in and of themselves, 
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and do not impair the fighting efficiency of any command, 
in the aggregate detract from its goeda 

and this regiment is capable of better things. The tour o 
duty showed the existence of excellent material and such 
hearty co-operation as to give rich promise for the future.” 





WISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD. 


Tus biennial report of Brig. Gen. Geo. W. Burchard, Ad- 
jutant General of Wisconsin, for the term ending Sept. 30, 
1890, is an interesting report and refers, among other things, 
to State rifle range, encampments, small arm practice, mili- 
tary rifle asso’n, inspections, rezulations, volunteer service, 
war records, peosions, etc. Reports from Col. E. C. Mason, 
Capt. Jos. Hale, U. 8. Army, on the State encampment, and 
Col. T. W. Goldia, generai inspector of small arms prac- 
tice, W. N. G., are given. 

The aggregate strength of the Wisconsin Guard is 2,596 
officers and men. The average annual per capita expense 
for the Wisconsin Guard during the biennial period hag 
been $28, which, says Gen. Burchard, when compared with 
expenditures in other States, or with results obtained in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, Penn- 
syivania and various other States,the expenditures will aver- 
age fully one-third more. Referring to the permanent 
State camp ground of some 600 acres, located near the junc- 
tion of the main lines of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, and the Chicago and Northwestern R. R. system at 
Camp Douglas, Gen. Burchard says: “Ten thousand troops, 
including proper proportions of infantry, cavairy and artil- 
lery, could be easily accommodated there and find ample 
room for drills, parades and practice in small arms and art- 
illery firing, without trespassing upon udjacent property or 
endangering lives. Officersof the U.S. Army who are fa- 
miliar with every Army post and military reservation in the 
United States, and have visited nearly ali the camp grounds 
owned by the several States, pronounce the Wisconsin rifle 
range unexceljed in natural advantages, for either encamp- 
ment purposes or rifle practice.” 

In convection with the annual encampment of State 
troops Gen. Burchard, among other things, says: 

“The transfer of the State of Wisconsin trom the Depart- 
ment of the East to the Department of Dakota, made by 
the Secretary of War, put tne National Guard of the State 
ip touch with the U.S. military beadquarters in Chicago 
and St. Paul, and has been of great service to us in various 
wage.

of the new and progressive National Guard; that he 
is an excellent instructor, and tbat bis enthusiasm, willing- 
ness, and endutance are quite beyond measurement by 
ordinary standarde. Because be can render his country a 
bundredfold more valuable service in other lines of duty, 
an Officer of bis genius and ability ougnt not to be assigned 
to the ordinary outies of a company commander, 

“I esteem it peculiarly fortunate also that Capt. Joseph 
Hale, of the Regular Army, was detailed to our encamp- 
ment as an inspector in 1889 and Col. Edwin C. Mason in 
1890. Because of the commissions they held and the uni- 
lorms they wore, we gave these officers hearty welcome, 
but aot without sume misgivings as to whether they could 
adapt themselves to our environment. The considerateness 
and tact and thoroughoess with which they performed 
their delicate duties warmed and won all hearts ; and this, 
not vecause they were lavish ia compliments, but because 
they were just and instructive in criticism.
